and it was aggeed to, thus disposing of so 
m any am em inients in the dispute as were 
agreed to b y th e conference committee. 
Cannon < jf Illinois moved that the House 
recede fro m its disagreement to the Senate 
am endin' aits providing for an increase of 
the cleri eal force of the Civil Service Com­ 
mission,. 
Agreed to—yeas 123, nays 111. 
M a r'jn of Indiana called up the report 
of th f. Committee on Invalid Pensions on 
th e message of the President vetoing the 
bill, pensioning Cantro W . Tiller. 
Consid­ 
eration of the report was postponed until 
n e x t session. 
Mr. W atson then called up the veto m es­ 
sage on the bill granting a pension to 
Elizabeth Luce Forney, of Alabam a. 
In 
this case the m ajority of the committee 
recom mend th at the bill pass, notw ith­ 
standing the veto of the President. 
It was 
decided in the negative—yeas 116, nays 
124, not the constitutional tw o-thirds vot­ 
ing in the affirmative. 
Belm ont of New York, from the Com­ 
m ittee on Foreign Affairs, reported a reso­ 
lution, which was adopted, requesting the 
President to furnish the House w ith all 
correspondence not heretofore made pub­ 
lic between the G overnm ent and the re­ 
publics of Nicaragua and Costa Rica, since 
1876, in refer, nee to the location and con­ 
struction of an interocctuiic canal by the 
San Ju an river ami Lake Nicaragua' and 
relating to the treaty and other rights of the 
bordering republics, 
x 
The next veto message called up was 
th at vetoing the bill pensioning Catharine 
McCarthy. 
The House refused to pass the 
bill over the veto—ayes 122, noes 77, not 
the constitutional two-thirds in the affirma­ 
tive. 
The next message called up w as-that 
vetoing the bill granting a pension ter Jos. 
Rom iser. The bill was passed over the 
veto—ayes 175, noes 38. 
The House then took a recess until 8 
o’clock. The evening session is to be for 
th e consideration of tensions. 
T he Board of Visitors to the Naval 
Academy, in their annual report recom­ 
m end. among other things, that the Super­ 
intendent of the Naval Academy shall have 
power to convene general courts-martial 
for the trial of cadets and to execute sen­ 
tences on such cadets (except sentence of 
dismissal), subject to the same lim itations 
and conditions existing as to other general 
courts-m artial, and to order courts of in­ 
quiry to investigate m atters concerning 
naval cadets. 
The report is signed by nine 
m em bers of the Board. The other two 
mem bers (Senators Cameron and Black­ 
burn) dissent from conclusions reached as 
to the powers proposed to be conferred 
upon the Superintendent. 
Representative M orrill of Kansas, from 
the Com mittee on Invalid Pensions, to-day 
reported hack the bill granting an increased 
pension to John W. Farris, of Missouri, 
with the recom mendation that it be passed 
over the President’s veto. The report says 
that in his application Farris alleges that 
the disease of his eyes was the result of 
diarrhea contracted in the service, and the 
President cites the opinion of the Medical 
Exam iner to the effect that disease of the 
eyes cannot result from diarrhea. 
In refu­ 
tation of this the report quotes the testi­ 
mony of several physicians to the effect 
th at the claim ant’s injured vision was the 
direct effect of diarrhea. 
The committee, 
however, does not deem it absolutely essen­ 
tial that it shall be proved w ith m athem at­ 
ical certainty that the loss of sight was the 
result of m ilitary service, but holds that 
Congress has the right to grant the relief 
sought without a question, and that it was 
its duty to, so the committee w ithout ex­ 
ception believes. 
Conger reported back, w ith a recom­ 
m endation sim ilar to that m ade in the 
above-mentioned case, the bill granting a 
pension to David T. Elderkin, of Iowa. 
Elderkin was dishonorably discharged, and 
tiled an application for pension, alleging 
insanity, but it was refused on the ground 
of not sufficient proof. T his fact, together 
with his bad record, had weight with the 
President in vetoing the bill. The com­ 
m ittee find that his deafness and deplorable 
insanity was unquestionably the result of 
w ounds received in the service, and it 
therefore recommends the passage of the 
bill over the veto. 
The sam e committee agreed to take the 
sam e action in th case of the bill granting 
a pension to Sarah Bradley, ol Ohio, who 
had a husband and four sons in the army. 
T he President vetoed this bill on the 
ground that her husband did not die of 
disability contracted in the service, but the 
com m ittee does not regard tliat fact as es­ 
sential, and holds that the evidence, that 
the claim ant is dependent, is sufficient to 
w arrant the allowance of the claim. 
Rep­ 
resentative Ellsberry will protect the report 
in this case.

session t h e House passed one pension bill, 
and at 0:50 adjourned. 
In the Senate.

a s h i n g t o n . July 10th.—In the Senate 
the House bill increasing the pension of 
John Ryan and Senate bill granting a pen­ 
sion to Jam es Noyes were taken up and 
passed, the latter bill being described by 
Cockrell as a mere act of charity to a col­ 
ored preacher who had only served a little 
w hile in the Louisiana Native Guards. 
Blair said that the man had also served in 
a colored regim ent and in a veteran brigade. 
T he next bill passed was the House bill 
granting a pension of $25 m onthly to Miss 
M ary A. Thom as, who had acted as a vol­ 
unteer arm y nurse and superintendent of 
nurses at Frederick, Md. 
The bills were 
passed. 
The Senate resumed consideration of the 
river and harbor bill. 
The question was 
finally taken on agreeing to the committee 
nm enthnent reducing the appropriations 25 
per cent., and it was agreed to. 
A C ongressm an K nocked Oat in One 
Round. 
W ashington, July 16th.—There was con­ 
siderable excitem ent caused to-day by a 
row in the lobby of the House, between 
two m em bers of Congress. The trouble 
was between Cobb of Indiana and Laird of 
Nebraska, and grew out of charges made 
by the former on the floor of the House, to 
th e effect th at the Nebraska member had 
been concerned in a land ring. 
Represent­ 
ative I-aird leaned forward from his seat 
tow ard the party and asked : “ W hy do 
not you fellows [referring to the Public 
Lands Committee] do som ething to break 
u p the land rings in the South, instead of 
raiding upon the North 7" 
Pavson replied that that was what the 
com m ittee was endeavoring to do. Cobb 
undertook to defend th e committee, of 
w hich he was Chairm an, and an angrv 
passage occurred between him and Laird, 
which ended by the latter calling the 
form er a liar. 
W itnesses say that Cobb 
declared 
that 
Laird 
did 
not 
dare 
to come outside and repeat his 
lan­ 
guage. 
Laird 
is said 
to have replied 
th at 
the 
gentlem an 
could 
not 
get 
out soon enough for him . 
W ith this the 
pair started into the lobby and to the base­ 
m ent. Som e o n e called Mr. Pavson's at­ 
tention to their exit, w ith the statem ent 
th at they were going outside to flght it out. 
Thereupon Mr. Puvson hurried through 
the doorwsy, and, coming tip with the 
would-be 
com batants 
on the stairway, 
«caught Cobb by the collar and rem onstrated 
with him for pursuing so boyish ami fool­ 
ish a course. 
H e succeeded in getting 
Cobb to retrace his steps so far as the west 
door of the lobby, Laird following, when 
the controversy broke out afresh.' Refer­ 
ring to the charges Cobb had m ade again at 
him in a speech several weeks ago, Laird 
angrily declared that he (Cobb) was a liar. 
Cobb said Laird was a perjurer, but the 
words had hardly passed his lips before 
Laird struck him a heavy blow on the 
m outh and n°se. 
A stream of Wood 
trickled down Cobb’s face, 
throw n backw ard against 
The crowd which had congregated i 
posed at this juncture and the combatants 
were separated, Lsird fskipg his seat in tbs 


House, and Cobb reclining in an easy chair 
in th e lobby, where he was surrounded by 
his friends.

a s h i n g t o n , July 16th.—Representative 
Henley, in response to m any letters re­ 
ceived by him , furnishes the following : 
He says, in respect to speculations as to his 
running again for Congress, he has no de­ 
sire for further Congressional life : that the 
people of his district have already honored 
him beyond his deserts ; that for their de­ 
votion to him he can never cease to be 
grateful; that it will be onlv in response to 
their wish, clearly expressed, that he would 
consent to a renom ination ; that nom ina­ 
tions in this country do not come unsought, 
anil that in his case there are many reasons 
why it will not and should not. 
First, 
because there are m any able and good 
m en in his district; second, because he 
has not, and will not, take any steps 
towards securing a renoniination; that 
whoever is selected he hopes and is satisfied 
will be a m an whose life and character will 
unm istakably guarantee his devotion to the 
people. Any man of uncertain affiliations 
or antecedents should be discarded. Henley 
says that the corporate question is now 
param ount to all others. 
It is recognized 
by the Democratic leaders as such, and the 
Democracy must win on it, if it wins at a ll; 
and that the critics of the Stockton Conven­ 
tion will learn that the principles of th at 
platform are not now in advance of popu­ 
lar sentim ent, but in full accord with it. 
As for California, Henley says that if the 
Democratic party elim inates from its plat­ 
form its antagonism to corporate monopoly 
and aggression it then leaves its high vant­ 
age ground and surrenders itself to certain 
defeat. 
The Surplus Kenolution. 
W ashington, July 16th.—M orrison's sur­ 
plus resolution has been referred to the 
Senate Finance Committee. 
A m em ber 
who favors the resolution said to-day that 
he was confident the m ajority of the com­ 
mittee would agree to report it back. M or­ 
rill, the Chairman of the committee, has 
been absent for some tim e by reason of se­ 
vere indisposition, and it is not know n that 
lie will be able to meet w ith the committee 
again during this session, b ut counting his 
vote in the negative, the friends ol the reso­ 
lution figure up six votes for it, or a clear 
m ajority of one. Those who are claimed 
as in the affirmative are Voorhees, Buck, 
H arris and Vance, Democrats, and Jones of 
Nevada and Allison, Republican. 
Against 
the resolution are counted Morrill, Sher­ 
m an, Aldrich and Miller, Republicans, and 
McPherson, Democrat. 
It is possible that 
there may be some doubt about the posi­ 
tion of Allison, and the m ajority one way 
or the other will depend upon him . Senator 
Aldrich is now absent, sick. 
T he only 
Southern Senators known to be against the 
resolution are H am pton and Butler of 
South Carolina, although there may be 
others. 
The Case o f Truxton. 
W ashington, July 16th.—T he President 
has issued an order in the case of Commo­ 
dore A. T. T ruxton, in which he says : “ I 
regret the hardship entailed upon an old 
and m eritorious officer; and while of the 
opinion that relief m ust come to him , if at 
all, through legislative action. I am also of 
the opinion that his case m ay properly be 
commended to the favorable consideration 
of Congress.” 
Commodore Truxton was 
nom inated for prom otion to a Rear-Admi- 
ralship, but was elected as Commodore be­ 
fore the Senate acted upon his nom ination. 
Our Fropoged Navy. 
W ashington, Ju ly 16th.—The Secretary 
of the Navy has decided to construct one 
of the new cruisers on the plans and de­ 
signs of the Naniwa-Kau, recently built 
abroad, and the other on the plans' of the 
Bureau of Construction. 
M inor Xoten. 
W ashington, Ju ly 16th.—The President 
has nom inated Douglas W. Taylor, of Port­ 
land, to be Surveyor-General of Oregon, 
and Louis' W illiam s, of Missouri, to be 
Commissioner for Alaska, to reside at 
Juneau. 
Commodore Jam es E. Joliet has been 
nom inated to be Rear A dm iral; Commo­ 
dore John H. Russell also to be Rear Ad­ 
m iral, and Captain John Irw in and Jam es 
A. Green to b e Commodores. 
Elsinore, Alturas, Concord and Ontario, 
in California, have been m ade money-order 
Postoffices.

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T he A narchists on T rial—A W itness E x­ 
p lains their D evilish P lot. 
Chicago, July 16th.—The trial of the 
eight Anarchists, chaiged with the Hay- 
m arket massacre, was entered upon this 
m orning. 
Police Inspector Bonfield was 
the second witness called. 
H e was in com­ 
m and of the police at Desplanes street on 
the night of the H aym urket meeting. 
H e 
testified that at least 100 shots were fired 
from the crowd before the fire was re­ 
turned. W itness said that thousands of 
people were at H avm arket when he reached 
the scene. 
Fielden was speaking. Capt. 
W ard ordered the crowd to disperse. W ard 
again gave the command. 
Fielden said, 
“ W e are peaceable!” and the very next 
instant there was a hissing noise and the 
explosion of a bomb. 
In the afternoon 
several of the wounded police were present. 
Gotfried W aller, a Swiss cabinet-maker, 
was the first witness. 
H e said he was 
a 
m em ber 
of 
the Socialistic 
society 
for exercising in arm s and instructions, 
which he left four m onths ago. On the 
night before the bomb was throw n witness 
was at the hall where the society usually 
met. 
About seventy or eighty men were 
present. 
W itness was Chairman. 
Fischer 
and Engle were present. They discussed 
the killing of men at McCormick’s and 
what should be done in the next few days. 
Engle introduced a resolution if there 
should be an encounter w ith the police 
there should be meetings at various places 
to aid the strikers. 
The word “ Rest” pub­ 
lished in the Arbeiter Zeitung was to be the 
signal for meeting. If there should be a 
disturbance, they were to m eet in W icker 
Park, armed. Then a committee was ap­ 
pointed to watch movements in the city, 
and renort if 
anything happened, anil 
if a 
riot 
should 
occur 
we 
should 
storm the police stations and cut the tele­ 
graph wires. Then we should shoot down 
everything that came against us. Then, if 
one police station was stormed, they should 
do the sam e with others, mowing down all 
that came. They were to commence at 
the station on North avenue. Engle said 
the easiest way would be to throw a bomb 
into the station. 
Nothing was said in the 
m eeting as to where the plan originated. 
It was decided to call a meeting of working­ 
men next evening. Those present were 
not 
to 
participate at 
the 
H ayiuarket 
meeting—éraly the 
com m ittee 
was to 
be there. 
If they should report that some­ 
thing had happened, then others should 
come down upon the police, or the m ititia. 
whichever should come against them . We 
also thought that the fire 
departm ent 
should be disabled first. We were to attack 
the Nortb-avenue police station, then the 
next one, as fate would cause it. The plan 
was to attack the police stations so as to 
prevent the police from coming to the aid, 
if there should be a fight in the city. 
We 
ali thought there would be a fight,’and so 
calculated. 
T he plan was adopted, with 
the understanding that every group should 
act 
independently, 
according 
to 
the 
general 
plan. 
Those present were from 
groups 
in 
all 
parts 
of 
the 
city. 
T he same program m e was to be carried out 
in every part of the city. There was noth­ 
ing said about H aym arket. 
It was not ex­ 
pected that the police should get to the 
H aym arket; only if the strikers were at­ 
tacked, then we should shoot the police. 
In case of an attem pt to disperse the m eet­ 
ing we should sim ply strike them down, 
as best we could, with bombs or whatever 
would be at our disposal. One or two 
from each group were to compose the com­ 
m ittee to be sent to H aym arket. They 
were to observe the movements, not only 
in H aym arket, but iu different parts of the 
city, and if a conflict should happen, then 
they should report to us. 
If it happened 
in the daytim e then they should cause a 
publication of the word “ Rest,” and if in 
the evening or night they should report per­ 
sonally to m em bers at their homes. 
The 
word was a signal to meet, and was only to 
be inserted in newspapers if no dow nright 
revolution occurred. Fischer suggested the 
word, and it was arranged that publication 
should be made in the Arbeiter Zeitung. 
All present at the m eeting accepted the 
plan. 
W itness was asked : " Did you ever 
have any 
bombs ?" To 
this 
question 
Foster, of the defense, w arm ly objected. 
Any bomb witness m ight have bad had 
nothing to do with the case, unless it were 
traced to the mail who threw it at H ay­ 
m arket. Mr. Ingham said the theory of 
the State was that for m onths defendants 
had been preparing lor a revolution about 
the 1st of M ay; that they had been arm ­ 
ing themselves and their dupes. The State

D onaldsonyille (La.), July 16th.—Sam ­ 
son Roland and George Solomon, both 
colored, were hanged here to-day. 
In Feb­ 
ruary, 1884, on Holm es’ plantation, nine 
miles from here, Roland shot and killed 
Benjam in Gersdorff while the latter was 
under the influence of liquor. The trouble 
between the two, it is believed, was caused 
by a woman. George Solomon last Jan u ­ 
ary stabbed and killed H enry Sm ith (col­ 
ored). 
Solomon had been living with a 
woman named Amy H ill, who was Sm ith's 
goddaugh'er, and had shot at her several 
times. 
Hence the trouble with Sm ith. 
W oodstock (III.), July 16th.—J a s .Dacey. 
who killed Alderman Michael Gaynor, of 
Chicago, two years ago, as a result of n 
political row, was hanged here shortly 
after noon to-day. T he prisoner was very 
violent until just prior to the execution, 
when he walked to the scaffold, declining 
to m ake any response to the Sheriff, and 
died easily.

Carver, of W appinger's Falls, was arrested 
to-day, charged with attem pting to kill 
Cornelius Cohaskey of that village.

Shocking A ccident to W orkm en. 
N ew Y ork, Julv 16th.—The shaft at 
One H undred and Seventy-eighth street 
and Tenth avenue, in connection with the 
new aqueduct, is 120 feet deep and jagged 
with rocks, and the bottom is rock. This 
evening the night shift—W illiam O’Toole, 
John Sullivan and Michael O'Brien (white), 
and G rant W hite and Jerem iah Shorters 
(colored)—started down in a bucket, and 
y hen 
about 
forty feet 
fiom 
the top 
a gasoline lam p used to light their way 
down exploded, setting fire to the clothes 
of the men. 
In their terror they jum ped 
out of the bucket.and were precipitated to 
the bottom, eighty feet. 
Tlie noise of the 
explosion and the flames that followed 
were seen from above, and soon the men 
were lifted to the surface. 
O'Toole is 
believed to 
have 
been 
fatally burned 
about the body. O'Brien is severely burned 
about the extremities, but not fatally. 
Shorter’s hands were shockingly burned, 
and his head severely cut. 
W hite's right 
leg and thigh are fractured. Sullivan’s face 
and hands are burned. 
All are in the hos­ 
pital. 
D rought tu Colorado. 
D enver, July 16th.—There has been no 
rain in Colorado during the past three 
m onths, and in consequence the rivers are 
drying up, and crops, ranchm en and stock, 
as we.l as families, are suffering greatly for 
w ant of water. 
W hat little rem ains in 
Platte river is taken out by the H igh Line 
Ditch Company above ‘Denver, causing 
ranchm en lower down great loss from the 
drought. These farmers held a meeting 
here yesterday, protested against the action 
of the ditch company, and petitioned the 
Governor for relief. T his evening the State 
officials issued an order to the State Engi­ 
neer, directing him to shut off the supply 
of water above the city for irrigation pu r­ 
poses until tlie domestic wants of the 
farmers lower down were satisfied.

F au l H am ilton H ayne. 
On the 8th inst. the R e c o r d - U n io n pub­ 
lished the news of the death of one of the 
most gifted poets of the fair South of the 
Union. 
Above we present a portrait of the 
dead sweet singer of the Southern clime. 
Paul H am ilton H ayne was born at Charles­ 
ton, S. C., January 1,1831. 
He was edu­ 
cated at Charleston by his father, Lieuten­ 
ant Paul H . H ayne, of the United States 
navy, at the Charleston College, from which 
he was graduated in 1850. 
He read law 
and was adm itted to the bar. but deter­ 
m ined to turn to the more pleasing walks 
of literature. To Ibis end he became a de­ 
voted student of literary excellence, and 
gained by experience constantly as a fre­ 
quent contributor to th e Southern Literary 
Messenger. 
F o ra tim e he was editor of the 
Charleston Literary Gazette, and be was 
later connected with the Charleston Evening 
yeu-s. and from its beginning in 1S57 was 
principal editor ol Russeirs Magazine, pub­ 
lished at Charleston. 
Front the outset of liis young ntunhood 
H ayne was inclined to u literary career, 
anil’ voluntarily chose the instrum entality 
of the press for tLe schooling of his genius. 
As a contributor to several journuls of 
Southern im portance, on each he made 
>ucli a mark as to attract to him wide at- 
:ention. 
His best journalistic work was 
done unquestionably while he was 
in 
charge of 
lilts ell's Magazine, us 
m en­ 
tioned. 
His first volume of poems appear­ 
ing 
wheu he was 
but twenty 
years 
of age, placid him under the tire of the 
critics m ore sharply than had any of his 
■ingnthered productions. He bad the good 
sense not to quarrel with his reviewers, but 
to avail of all just criticism as lessons in a 
task to be accomplished,and which his per­ 
severance would achieve. 
Jt was nearly 
six years before he m ade another attem pt 
to group his imetical works. 
This produc­ 
tion received the welcome he had so much 
longed for, since it was unreserved, full 
and cordial from a delighted public. Two 
years later, in 1859, appeared bis most pre­ 
tentious book. “Avolio, a Legend of the 
Island of Cos,” with poems—lyrical, m is­ 
cellaneous and dramatic. 
H is editing of 
the poetical works of Henry T im n d in 
1873 exhibited his genius in a new light. 
The skill with which lie accomplished the 
friendly yet critical task was the subject of 
most com plim entary and jn st rem ark in 
all the foremost literary journals of the 
tim e. 
In the same year his "leg en d san d 
Lyrics" appeared from the p re s-of the 
Lippincotts. Philadelphia, and was the last 
grouped work from his p en, except “ The 
M ountain of the Lovers,” issued in 1875. 
H e continued, however, his literary labors, 
contributing to the Wading journals of this 
country and his productions finding place 
in m any European standard publications. 
We know very little of tlie private life of 
Hayne. 
We judge the man and his m o­ 
tives wholly by the work of his p m that 
has fallen under our nolice. 
H e was to us 
a sweet Southern singer, a sou! touched 
with divine inspiration, a poet born to the 
world for the w orld's good, a gentle spirit, 
loving nature, anil all her works with a 
depth of intensity' rarely parallel! d. Of 
all his effusions we find more to delight us 
in the sonnets and his miscellaneous poems 
classed as legends and lyrics. 
From a few 
of these the R e c o r p-U n'io n makes extracts 
illustrative of the style of the lamented 
genius.

This is the first genuine 
case of sunstroke known in the county. 
Graio F ield s Burned. 
Stockton, Ju ly 16th.—A fire on Roberts 
island last night, near Stew art's ferry, de­ 
stroyed 75 acres of grain on the estate of 
Kate M cLaughlin, and partly destroyed 
the crops of J. Naglee, Burke and W illiam 
Hutch son. The lire accidenta1 ly started ill 
a barn owned by the California and Glas­ 
gow Land Reclamation Company, which 
was totally consumed. 
M cLaughlin's crop 
was insured for $5 an acre in the Manches­ 
ter Company. 
Livermore, July 16th.—A fire eight miles 
north of Livermore destroyed a stack ot hay- 
belonging to H. L Henderson, and several 
hundred acres of pasture. 
A large tire is 
reported iu Assajara valley, hut nothingau- 
thenlic is known concerning it. 
Two D eath s—One a Suicide. 
Orovili.e, July 16th.—W ord came last 
night by the Quincy s'agc that Jantes J. 
W endell, an employe at Springer’s mill, 
near Cherry Creek, was found hanging to 
the lim b of a tree on the trail between the 
m ill and creek. 
H e was dead. 
An em pty 
bottle lay beside the tree, and it is a sup­ 
posed case of suicide. 
He was married 
Ju ly 3d. 
No further particulars yet re­ 
ceived. 
Philip Strohm , who lives about a mile 
south of town, was found this afternoon 
lying by the roadside dead. 
He was on the

T ru c k e e Ite m s. 
T rcckee, July 16th —A west-bound spe­ 
cial freight train came in contact with a 
large baud of sfieep about one and one-half 
miles east of Truckee thisafteruoon. About 
twenty head of sheep were m aim ed and 
kiiled, the property of Mr. Hubbard, a 
well-known stock man here. Accidents of 
this nature are of frequent occurrence in 
this part of the State during the sum m er 
season, as it is alm ost an impossibility for 
the railroad company to fence the road in 
this section, owing to the m ountainous 
character of the country.

S an F rancisco, July 16th—T his after­ 
noon an event occurred on Fourth street, 
near Fulsorn, which was the first indication 
of the dangerous possibilities of street-car 
strikes. 
As a car on the N orth Beach and 
Mission Railroad, filled with passengers, 
passed the Superintendent’s office a sharp 
and loud report, followed by a puffof sm oke 
underneath l4ie car. startled the bystanders. 
The car was considerably jostled, but was 
not thrown from the track. The police h u r­ 
ried to the spot and picked up the rem nant 
of a dynamite cartridge or bomb.

Upon 
coming to she found that she hail been out­ 
raged. She felt so ashamed and despond­ 
ent on realizing her condition that she 
made up her m ind to drown all her sorrows 
by eom niutiiigsnicidc, and accordingly took 
a dose ol "rough on rats.” 
H er sufferings, 
however, caused her to make known what 
she had done, and a physician was sum ­ 
moned, antidotes applied, and she was in a 
fair way to recover. 
W hen in this condi­ 
tion, being still very week, she was visited 
by Rosa B rinks and one of the two m en 
(which one she was not certain). 
Mrs. 
Brinks cave her som ething in a class, 
which she drank. 
A few m oments after­ 
ward site felt very sick. 
H er m other 
and friends hurried to her bedside, and she 
was, so the physician stated, dying. She 
was told *o make an ante-mortem state­ 
m ent, which she did. 
In this the forego­ 
ing facts are embodied. Soon afterward 
the girl died.

Dem and the Rem oval o f the 
A paches. 
T ccson, July 16th.—At a mass meeting 
of citizens held in tbis city last evening, 
under the auspices of 
'tlie 
Society of 
Arizona Pioneers, for the purpose of adopt­ 
ing resolutions calling upon the general 
Government to take measures for tlie re­ 
moval of the Apache tribes from the T erri­ 
tory, a som ewhat novel suggestion was 
made, and it was immediately adopted as 
the unanim ous expression of the m eeting, 
namely : 
T hat a series of resolutions be 
formulated by the Society of Arizona Pio­ 
neers setting forth in strong and suitable 
term s the well-known sentim ents of our 
people upon tlrs im portant question ; that 
the signature of the President of the Pio­ 
neers, and the seal of the society be fixed 
to the resolutions, which are then to lie 
forwarded to the Governor for his signature 
and the seal of the Territory of A rizona; 
then in succession to the Boards of Super­ 
visors of the different counties, to be signed 
by the Chairman of each Board, and to re­ 
ceive the impress of eaeh county seal. 
Finally, the resolutions will be sent to eacli 
incorporated town to receive the signature 
of the M ayor and the seal of the town 
corporation. It is believed that a series of 
resolutions thus indorsed could hardly be 
ignored at W ashington, and that Congress 
would at last come to the aid of our long- 
suffering people and grant the relief asked, 
whereas a score of wearisome petitions with 
a m ultitude of signatures m ight he treated 
as m any iiave been, with comparative in­ 
difference.

CHEAT 
BLESSINGS 
RESULTING 
FROM TERRIBLE WAR. 


C a s t e B r o k e n D o w n W i t h F o r t u n e s 
a n d H o m e s —E x - S la v e s C a r i n g f o r 
F o r m e r O w n e r s —S t r a n g e F a c t s . 


E d s. R e c o rd - U s io h : In view oi the re­ 
cent demonstrations at the South, and the 
manifestations of loyalty extended to Jeff 
Davis, and his second trium phal appear­ 
ance, as it were, before the Southern peo­ 
ple, I have thought th at a few rem arks 
npon the characteristics of the South and 
its people would not be out of place. To 
the casual observer, or to those who live 
away from the South, and to those whose 
opinion of her peopfe and institutions 
have been formed by hearsay, and through 
the m edium of opposition newspapers and 
politicians, these recent 
m anifestations 
would seem to indicate th at the spirit of 
rebellion is still alive anil ram pant, and 
that, like the coiled snake upon the old 
State flag of South Carolina, it was always 
Ciiled and bidding all beware how they 
stepped upon it. 
T his is certainly not the 
case, and yet to all who do not know the 
Southern people, this assertion, in the face 
of all that has recently transpired, would 
seem a paradox. 


PEC U LIAR ITY OK SOUTHERN' PE O rL K . 
In spile of the well known hospitality of 
th e Southern people, it haa always been a 
hard m atter to understand them properly; 
to get, as it were, on the inside of their 
thoughts and actions and the motives that 
actuate them . 
I for one have lived, ate, 
slept, hunted and worked w ith them , and 
had I been old enough, should in all prob­ 
ability have fought with them , just for pure 
love of them . 
Born in a foreign country, bronght up in 
detestation of slavery, with a great deal of 
pity for the “ poor, down-trodden black 
m an,” whom I had always thought of as 
being loaded down witli cbains, and whose 
life was one continual round of being 
bought and sold, and of their m asters as 
m en whose chief am usem ent in iife was 
hunting “ niggers ”—m en who, like the 
popular represeutations of stage Southern 
planters, were always arm ed with a cow­ 
hide, and whose inseparable companions 
were a brace of ferocious bloodhounds, 
who eyed each negro with eager eyes and 
watering lips, in anticipation of the meal 
of “ raw nigger” they expected to get. 
IIow m any people are there living to-day 
whose sole 
ID EA OF SLAVERY 
And the South is a poor. decrepit negro, 
heavily ironed, a whip, a few pairs of h and­ 
cuffs, several terrihle-looking dogs, and a 
planter armed to the teeth ? Or a negro 
woman kneeling at the feet of a slave- 
driver, who is in the act of taking away her 
infant by force? Such are the ideas con­ 
veyed in lectures and poems, and, while 
very effective as sentim ent, as m atters of 
fact they are all bosh. 
It will be easily seen that, with such 
ideas as the above, I had no inherited 
traditions to conquer, but rather to eradicate 
feelings opposed to the pe pie w ith whom 
I was to live. 
1 have sim ply written this 
introductory to show that lam not disposed 
by birth or education to look at these m at­ 
ters from an inherited or acqnired preju­ 
dicial standpoint. 
That slavery was wrong and secession a 
m istake are lacts that are more generally 
conceded down South than N orthern peo- 
Íiie are aware of. These two facts were 
breed upon the |>eople more by time, rea­ 
son and experience tban by force of arms, 
and m any thousands of men who fought 
all through the war as a m atter of principle 
would never have done so had they pos­ 
sessed the experience the results of the war 
taught, even without the suffering and de­ 
feat-. 


T H E “ W H IT E TRASH 
OF T H E SOUTH.” 
There is a class of white people at the 
8011th who have derived n ore real im m e­ 
diate benefit from the war (in which most 
of them participated w ithout knowing ex­ 
actly why) than the negroes. This is the 
class of poor whites, or, in negro vernacu­ 
lar, “ w hite trash,” or “ po’ white m an.” 
Before the war these people occupied a 
position really less desirable to an intelli­ 
gent man than that held by a favorite or 
trustw orthy black domestic. 
They ^the 
whites) could only occupy one position, 
th at of overseer, and in that capacity had 
no chance of any other intercourse with 
their employers than that arising from 
actual business. 
As a class, however, this, 
to tbeiu, was no drawback, for they were 
very illiterate, and, as a rule, knew noth­ 
ing. but exactly how m uch work a “ nigger 
and a m ale” could do and live. 
Those who were less fortunate lived in 
the woods or pine barrens, in a pole shanty, 
18 by 12 or 15 feet, with one door and a 
wooden shutter for a window ; every piece 
of furniture in the “ house” was hom e­ 
made ; the doors were fastened with hom e­ 
m ade hinges of wood, and fastened with 
hickory pegs for screws ; every shingle was 
fastened on with a wooden peg, and the 
chim ney of clay and sticks. T he floor was 
usually of clap boards, rough hewn and 
undressed. The interior was even less de­ 
sirable than the exterior: a set or two of deer 
horns, upon which to hang the shotgun, 
pouch, powder-horn, etc.; a home-made 
bedstead, bed tick filled w ith picked wool, 
chairs, home-made of hickory, and seated 
with cow-hide, generally completed the 
dom estic decoration of these homes. lit' 
these cabins, surrounded by sm all clearings 
of from tw o to ten acres in extent, the non­ 
slave-holding and non-overseeing portion 
of the com m unity lived, slept and had 
their being. 


GOING TO BED UN D ER D IFFIC U LTIES. 
Often when traveling I have been invited 
outside to “ look at the stars,” and upon 
our return found that the female portion of 
the family of all ages had taken advantage 
of our absence to get into their several 
beds ; and the pitch pine fire scattered, so 
that very little light was left, and all that 
was visible was a row of heads, all directly 
turned from the fire and towards the wall, 
thus giving to the weary traveler a chance 
o f getting to bed. 
To the novice, this mode of retiring was 
embarrassing, at least. 
In fear and trepi­ 
dation be would remove one after the other 
each separate piece of his wardrobe, and 
invariably get into bed w ith at least pari of 
it on. 
In the m orning upon aw akening 
the girls would be found busy getting 
breakiast. and while they went to get chips 
to cook biscuits, the experienced traveler 
cooly got up and dressed. 
The diet of this class of people generally 
consisted of corn bread, hom iny, bacon and 
peas. 
In sum m er a few melons, and in 
winter a little fresh hog m eat constituted 
their liv in g ; of fruit they raised none 
worth speaking of. T heir farms, generally 
of from threo to fifteen o r tw enty acres, 
covered with stum ps and deud 
pines, 
yielded from six to twelve bushels of corn 
to the acre. 
A few sweet potatoes, a few 
peas and melons were all they cared to 
raise, and yet they could have raised nearly 
everything in the shape o f fruit, etc., that 
is desirable. The stock was a few cows, 
that wandered over the country to seek 
their f-x>d during sum m er, while in the 
w inter they were fed mostly front fodder 
raised during the sum m er; a pailfull of 
m ilk from fourteen or fifteen of these kind 
o f cows was considered a very tair yield. 
T he hogs were of the razor backed variety, 
and were bunted by dogs during the fall, 
and fed a little corn and then killed and 
cured. 
Of hom e comforts they knew 
nothing; no music, no books, no pictures ; 
nutbing but work, work, w ork! 
In the 
winter some of them would rise before day, 
breakfast off coffee, corn bread and bacon, 
walk two miles (or wade two miles would 
be better) to work, get cypress shingles in 
the swamp all day, eat cold corn bread and 
bacon and drink cold coffe or swamp water 
for dinner, and at dark walk back, to eat 
another m eal of bread, bacon and coffee, 
and then to bed, and the same routine next 
day. 
In sum m er they worked their crops 
irum daylight until dark, with the same 
diet, only hot, and the average wages was 
*« n— m outh and board—especially the 
board: 
tin s class of people. J repeat, have 
ga ned m ore substantial benefits from the 
w af than any one else, black or white. 


T H E PER IO D OF RECONSTRUCTION. 
I watched the 
change through 
the 
terrible time of reconstruction, aed carpet­ 
bag rule, or m isrule. 
None of the changes 


alone. The country and its people have 
also felt the result of that great struggle, 
even to a greater extent than the city peo­ 
ple. 
Fram e houses now occupy the place 
of the old pole-houses. 
A new pole-house 
in the South in most sections would seem 
like 
a 
relapse to an age long past, 
lantips have taken the 
place of pine 
splinters, 
used 
for 
so 
long. 
Cltv- 
ade chairs, tables, bedsteads, etc.. till 
the place of the old hom e-m ade “ before 
the war truck.” 
Rural magazines and ag­ 
ricultural papers can be seen in their 
homes, and children now read and intelli­ 
gently discuss the news of the dnv for and 
to parents, who never enjoyed the privilege 
of reading for themselves. 
There is also a 
m ere general desire to diversify the crops, 
and to plant gardens and fruit trees. The 
churches (Baptist or M ethodist) are of 
frame, and chairs or easy-backed wooden 
benches now take the place once occupied 
by a couple of short blocks witb a pole on 
top to sit upon. 
It seems that to get re­ 
ligion in one of those old backwoods 
churches should entitle cne to rank as a 
saint in the calendar of the churches. To 
sit for hours on such seats, to kneel on the 
uneven floor, and, when the religion was a 
certainty, to be taken out in the woods and 
baptized in a pond alm ost alive with young 
alligators and water moccasins, was press­ 
ing endurance to the very further edge 
Some of these new churches are painted, 
and I say this, witli all caution, that I have 
heard of one on Big H ell Hole Swamp that 
has an organ. True, no one there can play 
it, but it got there all the same. 
Land th at could be purchased ten years 
ago for 50 cents an acre, to be paid for at 
alm ost any tim e, is now hard to get for $5 
or $8 per acre cash, for the lum ber alone 
upon it is worth that m uch. 


W HAT T H E Y FOUGHT FOR. 
ATpon a recent visit, I was shocked to find 
a sawm ill in tull blast, run by an ex-Con 
federate Major and a Y ank, upon the siteof 
m any a happy day’s deer and turkey hunt 
that I have enjoyed. A large num ber of 
the people know of and appreciate these 
changes in their condition, and very often 
acknowledge the obligation they consider 
themselves under to the war for having 
brought this change about. 
Less tban three years ago, while in con­ 
versation w ith a m an of this class, an old 
overseer, and a very hard working m an, I 
said to h im : “ Mr. S 
, what did you 
fight for, any w ay?” 
H e hesitated a m o­ 
ment. then looked round at his garden and 
his bouse, and his girls on the porch, read­ 
ing and sewing, and, doubtless, comparing 
tbeir lot witb his and their m other’s, when 
young, he replied : “ I did not know at the 
tim e, but I have often thought,” and touch­ 
ing his new house with his hand and nod­ 
ding, he concluded, “ it m ust have been for 
this. after all.” 
W ithin ten yards from 
where wo were standing was bis old home, 
a pole house, with an earthen floor, con­ 
taining one room, in size about 15 by 12 
feet, and in which he and his wife and five 
girls had lived until after the war. The 
comparison between the old shanty and the 
new house of five rooms, a nice garden, 
and everything lovely and sm iling, struck 
even him , and spoke volumes of the old 
past, th at happily for the white, as well as 
the black m an. could never return again. 


GOLDEN DAYS OF T H E SLAVE LORDS. 
O f the slave owners I have little to sa y 
If they did not enjoy life it was their own 
fault. 
They had. 
or could comm and, 
plenty of money, and they did come as 
near enjoying lile as any people I ever saw 
T heir hospitality and generosity was, and 
is still, great, provided th at you came 
known or well recommended. Sm all hos­ 
pitality any one received, th at did not 
come in that way. To their friends, how ­ 
ever, they knew no lim it; their purse, 
house, dogs, guns and negroes were at your 
disposal, always provided that you did not 
trench upon one cherished idea—the right 
to own and hold hum an beings as chattels. 
They heartily despised peddlers, Yankee 
school teachers, and, as a rule. Irishm en, 
bat were well disposed towards the English 
or Frenchm en. They always spoke with 
evident pleasure of a state of society where 
a family nam e was recognized. 
As a class, they Treated their negroes well 
—better a great deal tban they did the poor 
whites or poor em igrants ; but a well-edu­ 
cated m an (that is, of gentlem anly deport­ 
m ent and instincts), though poor, could be 
sure of a warm welcome am ong them at 
any tim e. 
Nothing in life is more absurd 
or more exaggerated than the popular id a 
of a Southern planter. 
F or the benefit of 
the uninform ed, I would state that they 
only wore top boots when bunting or rid­ 
ing; they did not carry cowhide whips, nor 
were they usually followed 
by blood­ 
hounds ; in their conversation to their 
slaves, as a class they were uniform ly kind 
and gentle, if the nigger was of any ac­ 
count. Thousands of old slaves to-day, 
I all over the country, revere the memory of 
“ old massa and m iss." 
I spoke to one old 
m an in Los Angeles, who wept tears of joy 
when I told him I had seen his old owners, 
and th at they were well and doing well, 
and would like to see him . 


REVOLUTION IN SOCIETY. 
The state of society in the South has u n ­ 
dergone the greatest revolution imaginable. 
“ Before the war”—to use this mueh-hack- 
neyed Southern expression—the planters 
“ had no use” for the poor whites. 
All 
their work was done by slaves, and the 
only white m an wanted around was the 
overseer. In m any districts the aristocracy 
formed comm unities 
for visiting, built 
churches, paid special preachers, and were, 
to all intents and purposes, as exclusive as 
the most so of European “m y lords.” They 
fen ceil in largo tracts of lands as parks (a la 
Anglais), in which they carefully preserved 
deer, turkey, quail, partridges, etc.,and the 
poor piney-woods white m an was as rigor­ 
ously excluded as the negro, and saw less 
of, and was of less consideration to the 
planter than the meatiest negro on the 
plantation. 
The poor class of w hites entered the 
arm y from various causes. Some few of 
the more fortunate had a sm all interest in 
negroes—Tperhaps owned a m an and his 
family. They were the aristocrats of this 
poorer class. 
More went into the army 
trom excitem ent, and because they had 
been taught at the m usters and elections, 
and also by their preachers, sometimes, to 
hate a “ Y ank.” 
6 mall blame to them for 
that, for of all the meanest specimens of 
hum anity that used to drift down South 
before the war, the class designated (in 
error) as “ Y ank.” was the m eanest: ex­ 
cept, probably the carpet bagger, of which 
more, perhaps, hereafter. 


SOME OF T H E NO RTH ERN MUD SIL L S. 
These so-called Yankees were composed 
of the following classes : 
First—Men hail­ 
ing from down East, and employed as run­ 
ners or overseers on large plantations, 
round docks, etc. These men were gener­ 
ally reserved on their own affairs, and un­ 
duly inquisitive into the affairs of others. 
They were the direct antipodes of the 
Southern white m an. They were little, 
narrow-minded, m ean, parsim onious ami 
inhospitable, and did not try to conceal 
their contem pt of the oountry and every­ 
thing in it. These men were the hardest 
overseers and slavo handlers in the Sonth, 
and were dreaded by tbe negroes worse 
than anything on earth—except a negro 
overseer. 
Many people will call to m ind a 
m an or two of this class; they had not their 
counterpart on earth, exoept perhaps a 
m ate or Captain of a down-East coaster, 
with a eoul as sm all as a breeze in the dul- 
drum s. 
A nother class (a small one it is true!, 
with m any noble exceptions—the Yankee 
school teacher—he generally traded with 
andbeingoetracized by the whites, fratern­ 
ized and traded w iih the negroes, and one (a 
woman) was run out of Charleston county, 
-South Carolina, for purchasing, am ong 
other things, a set of jewelry stolen by a 
negro house servant. 
T he hist and worst class still flourishes 
and grows fat at th e Sonth. 
W hen all else 
there gets thin and starves, hegrow* La.and 
rich. 
I speak of the 


GERMAN AND PO LISH JE W PEDDLERS 
And storekeepers, wjio 
establish them ­ 
selves at some cross road or boat landing, 
or at some m ill settlem ent. 
H ere they sell 
their miserable wares. 
Cheap jewelry, 
gaudy handkerchiefs, slop-made suits and 
dresses, which 
have been 
condemned 
everywhere else, and which they can afford 
to sell for alm ost nothing. They will sell 
all these at big prices, taking in exchange 
peas, tobacco, cotton,chickens, and any and 
everything that a negro or poor white man 
can raise. It is they who sell the miserable 
corn or rve whisky that will m ake a man 
fight his grandm other, and wonld kill in 
three m onths the most experienced toper 
of more tem perate climes. This they sell 
at $3 per gallon, and it would be robbery at 
two dollars. They will furnish you meal, 
bacon, etc., all of the most miserable 
quality, at the most exorbitant prices, and 
take a lien on your crop, and get tbeir 
that have since taken place commenced I m oney if it breaks you up body and sou 
until about 1878-80. 
Since that tim e busi- ‘ 
J ” 
•- - -» 
ness has improved in all its branches; im ­ 
m igrants have been welcom ed; and in a 
num ber of cities N orthern m en and capital 
have been invited. The old burnt disW cts 
in the Southern cities and towns have he's» 
rebuilt: railroads im proved; water power] 
sites utilized, and m any changes made th at 
to those who have only ju st witnessed 
these changes (returning there since the 
w ar) seem little short o f m iraculous. 
This change is not cca fined to the city 


to deliver it to them , tío that these negroes 
| and poor white men can work all the year 
“ like a nigger," dress 
like 
a tram p, 
' live 
like 
a 
poorly 
fed 
hog. 
and 
die 
in 
squalor 
and 
ignorauce, 
th at 
these 
miserable parasites 
may 
fatten upon tbeir misfortunes. 
If m y 
igiiguage seems hard, I would say th at I 
kiitFP whereot I speak. 
To use a common 
expression. “I have been there,” and I 
often w onder th at I got out of their clutches 
alive. 
Jh e y it is who have done more 


harm at the South Ilian all the Northern 
men. or Yankees, pu t together, for a t I he 
South every mail that wus not a native, but 
who spoke English, was counted as a 
Y ank." And so tbe poorer class of whites 
did n.it understand 
exactly 
who 
the 
Yankees were. 
And this is one of the 
reasons they thought they could wipe them 
out so soon. 


RELICS OP W AR DEVASTATION. 
In m any parts of the South, however, 
the effects of the war are as apparent almost 
as they were six m onths after its close. The 
earthw orks around some of tbe cities are 
as they were left by those who fought be­ 
hind them . In some towns vacant lots and 
charred beams remain as they were at the 
evacuation. 
But it is out in the country 
that its effects are more plainly seen. Large 
houses—mansions of twenty rooms, two or 
three of w hich are onlv occupied now— 
windows broken, shutters hanging, walls 
dam p and moss-grown, extensive grounds 
overgrown with weeds, fountains filled up 
w ith earth and growing vegetation, broken 
st ttuary, dilapida ted fence-1, and stables with 
stalls for twenty horses or mules, now occu­ 
pied by asuper.inniiated team of either. And 
last, but worst of all. the bouses, by thou­ 
sands, where still sits the vacant chair, and 
families, sut-li as one I saw three years ago, 
where a m other and daughter were all that 
was left of husband, wife, daughter and four 
sons. 
A great many of the plantations 
are worked on 
shares by the negroes, 
and to their credit be it said, that never 
have I seen or known of a ease where these 
people have allowed their old masters and 
mistresses to want. 
In fact, very m uch of 
the talk indulged in about the negro at the 
South is all nonsense. 
H e is well able to 
take care of himself. Those that work for 
wages get plenty of hard work and very 
little money, but they get all there is in 
the work they do. 
If any one makes the 
money, it is not the negro or his local em ­ 
ployer, but the agent or consignee of his 
product. 
The employers, as a class, have 
had all they could do to keep their heads 
above water for some years past, and are 
not yet out of the slough of debt and diffi­ 
culty they have been wallowing in so long 


T H E SNUG NEGRO FARM ER. 
The negroes that farm arc m uch better 
off than the white people, for this reason : 
he has no wants in life but w hat are so 
easily satisfied. 
He wants plenty to eat 
of the food he was raised upon, a change 
of clothes for Sunday, or “ m eetin’,” and 
a school-hou-e, ail old arm y m usket and 
a “ veller dorg," and he is happy. Those 
that farm “ on their own hook ” get the 
best of the land. A negro decides to farm ; 
he at once builds him a cabin of poles, in 
or on the edge of a sw am p; clears up rive 
acres, say, in very shori order, puts out two 
to cotton.,on which he often raises two 
bales of 400 pounds each ; he raises rice, 
sweet potatoes,corn, tomatoes, peppers,okra, 
beans, peas, melons, pum pkins, sijuash, 
etc., besides a grapevine and a couple oi 
peach trees. 
In the first year after he has 
girdled his forest trees he will have all 
these, and hogs in the woods, as well as a 
cow and a mule. The land is rich, but the 
location sickly. It would kill a native-born 
white man to sleep there at night for even a 
few weeks, but the negro not only lives, 
but lives well, and grows fat on these 
places, an 1 w ithin a half m ile he can often 
kill deer, turkey, cats, coons, possums, 
" g a to rs ” (alligators), etc., ad infinitum . 
Then w hy take him awav from there? 
If 
he knew the value of his opportunity he 
would respectfully decline to move West 
or North. 


M A TERIAL RESULTS FROM T H E WAR. 
But this subject m ust be deferred until 
some other tim e, for it is not like the pa­ 
tience of tbe “ gentle reader”-—it is inex­ 
haustible. 
The changes that have taken 
place in the Soutli since the war are cer­ 
tainly for tbe better. 
Let us see: In 
South Carolina, which certainly has made 
at least as “ little progress” as any State in 
the 
South 
since 
the 
rebellion 
in 
which it 
was 
foremost, there 
was in 
1870. 705.808; in 18S0, 905.557, an increase 
ot 41 per cent. 
In 1870 there were 75.400 
farm ers; in 1880, 93,SGI. 
The per cent, of 
increase was 37 25. 
Value of products, 
$36.842,389 in 1870: $41,909,749 in 18S0. 
They raised 902.358 bushels of 
wheat 
where they had never thought wheat 
would grow in 
the old 
days ; 
also 
2.715.505 
bushels 
of 
oals. 
In 
1850 
the orchard products were worth less than 
$35.000 in all the State. 
Last year they 
were worth $S2.000 and upwards. The 
cows and other live stock, in addition to 
tbeir superior quality, were in the same 
period 199.321. as against 98 693 ten years 
previous. Dairy products, 1,007.103pounds, 
against 941,199, and cheese 10,018 against 
169 pounds ten years before. The lum ber 
and turpentine interests have inrreased in 
greater proportion, the lum ber products of 
South Carolina being considerably in ex­ 
cess ol $3.000,000, and yet 80 0 of its entire 
area is still forest land. 
School property 
in 1800 was valued at less than 3100,000. 
Salaries to teachers was about $78,000, and 
tbe illiteracy of 
the 
State was 77 2 
of 
its 
population. 
In 
1830 
the 
value of school properly was $407,258. 
There were 3,077 schools against 918 in 1800, 
and the illiteracy was in 1880only 48 2,still 
the largest by long odds of any State or 
Territory in the Union except New Mexico. 
In Virginia, Georgia, North Carolina, etc , 
these im provem ents have taken place on a 
m uch broader basis, bn: even in the Slates 
named, they are so great under the new 
order of things that they cannot escape the 
most superficial observer. 


J E F F DAVIS AND T H E LOST CAUSE. 
And this brings me in a very round 
about way to my starting point, vii.: Jeff 
Davis and 
the 
recent 
m anifestations. 
W hatever 
m ay be Jeff 
Davis’ opin­ 
ions, 
the 
tim e 
has 
long 
passed 
when they could influence anyone. 
In 
some sections of the South he is looked 
upon as the direct cause of the failure of 
the cause he espoused, and in others he is 
derisively alluded to 
as a d 
d old 
woman. 
Men who fought do not hesitate 
to say th at under one m ore resolute, ami 
one less governed by personal likes and dis­ 
likes, the term ination of the war would 
have been somewhat different than it was. 
The close of the war found the Somh in 
about the 
most exasperating dilem ma. 
Not only was wealth swept away, business 
paralyzed and thesocial and political order 
of things completely reversed, but the men 
themselves, or a great m any of them , were 
utterly unlit tor anything else, after their 
life of f-rnr years ju st passed. Some of 
these to-day form the only class ofold sore­ 
heads at present in the South. They do not 
work, but live around country groceries, 
keep saw-m ill and turpentine farm ac­ 
counts, and m ake an easy living by doing 
as little os they can. They are proud of 
thesocial position they occupied before the 
war, and never let slip an opportunity of 
acquainting you of th at fact. 
W hile they 
chew long ping tobacco and drink their 
corn or rye whisky, they will talk for 
hours about the d—n Yankees aud the 
cussed niggers, and if Colonel this and Gen­ 
eral that had only done so ami so at the 
hattle of so and so, then things would be as 
they should be, and so on ad nnuteun. This 
class of galvanized rebel patriots are very 
eloquent, but right there it ends. They do 
no good and do no harm , and unless they 
serve to m ake a wise m an sick and a fool 
asham ed of them, they have no other call­ 
ing on this sphere at all. 


T H E L IF E AND SIN EW OF T H E SOUTH 
Do not think of the war or its consequences 
any more, only to cherish the m em ory of 
those they fought by the side of. and to re­ 
alize that it left them in a position where 
they had to “ get up and dust.” 
How well 
-tbev have done so the improved condition 
of th e most illiterate State :n the Union, 
already referred to, testifies to-day. To a 
large num ber of the Southern people the 
war was an unniixed evil, to a great mans’ 
it w aaa great blessing in disguise, and a 
large num ber know and speak of it a s such. 
A nd if it was now left to a popular vote an 
overwhelm ing m ajority would 
declare 
against a resuntatiun of the old order of 
things. 
* 
To most o f them Jefl. Davis is Hke an 
old battle flag—he represents all they once 
held d e ar; lie recalls old names, old fzaes, 
hopes and aspirations; so when he re-aj»- 
pears among them they veil themselves 
hoarse, for he brings back to them al{ 
memories they Consider tie red ; memories 
they would not part witb for the w orld; 
and, also, memories that most of them 
would not lite over again for worlds. 
Mat­ 
ters cannot help being ;bis way. 
Let them 
have their past glories. 
Let them cheer 
their old leaders. They realize, even bet­ 
ter than wc do, that this is all that is left of 
the cause they espoused. T hat when Jeff. 
Davis spoke the first time, 
every eye 
was full of fire; that his every word was 
treasured *

GUARANTEES OF A FREE PRESS. 


S o m e o f th e C o n s ttiu tio n a l 
P ro v isio n * 
U p o n th e S u b j- c t. 
In the fram ing oi the Constitution of the 
U nited States there was no provision made 
regarding the freedom of the press. The 
General Convention seems to have left this 
particular subject to the common under­ 
standing and established opinion of the 
people. 
The earliest recorded m ention re­ 
garding the m atter is credited to Charles 
Pickney of South Carolina. It would seem 
that he had prepared a plan for a Federal 
Government, and when he laid it before 
the Convention on May 29. 1787, it was 
found to include the following provision : 
“ The Legislature of the United States shall 
pass no law touching or abridging the lib­ 
erty of the press.” 
On August 20th of the 
same year, in a serious of prepositions 
which he subm itted to the Convention, was 
included the declaration that “ The liberty 
of the press shall be inviolably preserved. 
H is efforts seem to have been w ithout 
avail, for neither of his propositions were 
incorporated in the Constitution. The only 
thing the first Congress did was by way of 
an am endm ent, in which it resolved that 
" Congress shall m ake no law respecting an 
establishm ent of religion or prohibiting a 
free exercise thereof, or abridging the free­ 
dom of speech or of the press, or the right of 
the people peaceably to assemble and to 
petition to the Government for a redress of 
grievances.” 
So far then as the United States in its 
Federal Constitution was concerned, this 
is all that was done. 
Individual States, 
however, made provision in their several 
Constitutions regarding the abridgm ent of 
the liberty of the press. 
It is interesting to 
read them , and to observe how carefully 
they- have been preserved in all the subse­ 
quent constitutional modifications of the 
original States, as well as to note the feat­ 
ures incorporated in tbe Constilution of 
the later States. 
New H am pshire declares in her Consti­ 
tution, framed 1784, Article X X II , that 
"T h e liberty of the pre.-s is essential to 
freedom in a State; it ought, therefore, to be 
inviolably preserved." 
The Constitution 
of 1792 embodied tbe same provision, and it 
is sit II m force. 
Massachusetts, in her Constitution of 
1780, declarer that " Tbe liberty ol the press 
is essential to the security of freedom in a 
State; it is not, therefore, to be restrained 
in this com m onwealth.” T his declaration 
of rights rem ains unaltered and in full 
force to-day. 
New A’oik, in her first Constitution, 
1777, declared that “ Such parts of the 
c immon law of England, with the statutes 
adopted, ami the Acts ot their own Legisla­ 
ture, us together did form the law ot the 
colony in 1775, shall continue, subject to 
the alteration of the Legi>lature.” 
It was 
evident from this that the framers regarded 
the freedom of the press as fully established 
by the common law. The Constitution of 
1821, Arricie V II , reads as follows : “ E v­ 
ery citizen may freely write, speak and pub 
lish liis sentim ents on all subjects, being 
responsible for tbe abuse of that right, and 
no luw shall be passed to restrain the lib­ 
erty of speech or of the press. 
In all pros­ 
ecutions or indictm ents fi>r libels, the truth 
may be given in evidence to the jury ; and 
if it shall appear to the jury th at the m at­ 
ter charged as libelous is true, and was 
published witb good motives and fie ju sti­ 
fiable ends, the party shall be acquitted, 
and the ju ry shall have the right to deter­ 
m ine the law and the fact.” T his rim ains 
as a part of the Constilution of New York 
to-day. 
Pennsylvania, in 1790, incorporated in 
her second Constitution the fallowing Ian 
guuge. Article IX., Section 7 : “ T hat the 
printing press shall be free to every one 
who undertakes to exam ine the proceed­ 
ings of the Legislature or of any branch of 
the Government, and no law shall ever be 
made to restrain the right thereof. The 
free comm unication of thoughts and opin­ 
ions is one of the invaluable rights of m an, 
and every citizen may freely write and 
print on any subject, being responsible for 
the abuse of that iibertv. 
In the prosecu­ 
tions for publications of (tapers investigat­ 
ing the official conduct of officers or men 
of public capacity, or where the m atter 
publi bed is proper for public information, 
the truth thereof may be given in evi­ 
dence; anti in all indictm ents for libels, the 
ju ry shall have the right to determ ine the 
law and the facts, under the direction of 
the Courts, as in other cases." 


H o w to K e e p O u t M o tlis. 
M oths are one of the peals that try the 
patience and pockeis of housekeepers. How 
to protect woolens from their ravages is 
the im portant question. The Decorator and 
l'umisher gives as a protection and destroy­ 
er é minion duiry salt. 
It says : 
“ The housekeeper is often very seriously 
troubled about the destruction of her car­ 
pets by moths. 
After taking them up and 
sendiiigthem to theeleaner’s at great I rouble 
and cosi, they are no sooner down again 
than the pests come from the walls and 
Hoors and 
continue their mischievous 
work. 
A sim ple and effective remedy is to 
sprinkle the bare floor very lightly with 
ordinary dairy salt, putting down the car­ 
pet lining over it. A bout once in two 
weeks sweep the carpet w ith coarse salt. 
Carpets are known that have be n in this 
way and fir years not a m oth has made its 
appearance even in the dark and tinnseil 
corners, and that, too, where the house was 
infested 
with 
them 
previous 
to

use of this sim ple preventive. Coarse salt 
scattered about the floors of closets, and be­ 
hind cupboards and drawers, will keep 
m oths from harboring in such places. 
It 
m ay be throw n freely about on the regular 
sweeping days and taken up with the dust. 
It brighten carpets, lays the dust on bare 
floors, removes m usty, stuffy smells, and 
is a general cleanser and purifier. 
It may 
be used to advantage about bedsteads, but 
in very sm all quantities, care being taken 
th at it does not come in contact with any 
of the iron fittings, as they would be rusted 
and spoiled.” 
For upholstered fnrniture the use of deo­ 
dorized naphtha is recommended. 
Re­ 
move the furniture from any possible con­ 
tact witb fire, and spray w ith naptba from 
a garden water-pot with a tine sprinkler. 
Brush tin roughlv before using the naphtha. 
A more radical remedy recommendeu by 
the Decorator and Furnisher is the fumes oi 
brim stone. 
Burn the brim stone in tbe 
cellar, on a metal or iron plate, and leave 
the house closed for twenty-four hours. 
Burn any incense to rem ove'lhe sm ell of 
brim stone.— Christian Union.

W h en th e old w om an h ad sh o w n m e to 
m y room , she retu rn ed to h er ch im n ey cor­ 
n e r an d h er pipe en d her foot-sw inging. 
M y bpd w as an old-fashioned one, w ith 
ropes fo rsp rin g sa n d bear sk in s for m attress 
an d cover. 
1 d id n 't undress, h u t craw led 
ju s t as I w as betw een th e skins, an d , lying 
on m y hack, th o u g h t I should n o t do m uch 
sleeping. 
W hen m y eyes grew accustom ed 
to th e dark n ess am i w andered aim lessly 
over th e open ceiling, I saw som ething 
ab o u t th e size of the bed han g in g directly 
over m e.

sm o k e filled m y oyes, nose, am i ears, th e 
sh o t ran g th ro u g h m y b ra in ; I felt th a t 
m y last h o u r had com e. 
M v God, how I 
suffered ! 1 rem em ber a derisive laugh th at 
seem ed to coate from atio th er w orld, th en 
so m eth in g heavy stru ck m e on the head. 
W h en I recovered consciousness I was 
ly in g on m y back in a jo ltin g w agon, w ith 
m y h an d * an d feet securely bound. 
T h e 
p ale b lu e of th e sky above m e an d th e hazy 
o u tlin es of th e treetops reaching overhead 
to ld m e th a t day was breaking. 
'• W al, K a m e l, a ir ye com e ro u n ’ all 
rig h t? ’ said a deep voice at m y head. 
R aisin g m y eyes I saw leaning over m e tb e 
grizzly face o f th e outlaw . Cap H aw kins.

Som e­ 
th in g seem ed f> w orry h im . for he fidgeted 
ab o u t and scratched h is uncom bed head 
an d ran h is long fingers th ro u g h his griz­ 
zled. tangled beard.

G oing to th e cave's m o u th he 
peered stealth ily out, listened aw hile, anil 
cam e hack to m e. 
T h ere was an om inous 
g litter in his eyes. 
It looked like m urder. 
My God! 
W as he going to bury m e alive? 
I begged h im to sh o o t me, cu t m y th ro at— 
a n y th in g b u t leave m e there to starve. B ut 
h e paid no atte ition to m y appeuU . 
“ lif ye a ir ’live w hen I git hack, K urnel 
—ef I g it back,” h e said, "w h y m e a n ' the 
boys m o u g h t p u t a leelle lead in y er car­ 
cass. 
Y e m ay liev a u u '.’n y ’fore night, 
enyhow s. 
T h e revies air arter us h o tte r'n 
d em n iiio n blazes. 
T hey are d o n e ’cross th e 
dead line. 
H y ar th e m oosic, K urnel?" 
“ I hope tliey 'll give you all you deserve, 
you cold-blooded m urderer,” I said, w ish­ 
ing th at I could th ro ttle th e villain. 
Now, K urnel, d o n 't g it o u t o’ sorts. It 
air m ig h ty com t'iuble in liver—board a n ’ 
lodgin' free. 
Boys, a ir ye read y ? 
T hem 
hou nds a ir p ick in ’ us up. 
L ight th e fire, 
Cobe. 
K u rn ei, liver air a knife ter cut yer 
loose arter we leave ye. 
D on't git skeered 
ilie ghosts, a n d 'm em b er ve air m ightv 


epertaph air down on the big po] 
yer 
lir . 
co m ftab le—board a n ’ lodgin' free; a n ’ 
r do' 
Good-by, K urnel. 
T h e outlaw s w ere already placing th e 
b iwidor iu position, and w hen Cap H aw k ­ 
ins had squeezed his w ay out the rock was 
rolled in to the opening. 
W ith a cru n ch in g 
sound it settled into place, and I was a 
prisoner in S m oky hole. 
I listened for th e baying o f th e hounds, 
hoping th a t th ey h ad 
tracked us to the 
cave, n u t n o t a sound penetrated the door of 
tuy prison. 
T h e fire burned briskly, and 
S m oky-hole glowed in the lig h t of the 
blazing pine knots. 
It was the w ork o f a 
few m in u tes to c u t m y bonds w ith th e 
knife th e outlaw had given m e. and then I 
took an in ventory o f the contents ot th e 
cavern. 
T h e place h ad evidently been tit­ 
led 
tip for th e

U nless h elp cam e to m e 
from w ithout m y doom was sealed. 
A dull, heavy feeling cam e over m e an d 
I sat dow n near th e tire. 
T he confined air 
w as getting close. 
S uddenly, on looking 
u p. 1 was appalled at the discovery o f a 
new danger. 
T he roof of th e cavern was 
no longer visible. 
T h e dense, black sm oke 
o f the pitch pine, unable to escape, was 
banked above m e like an ’om inous cloud, 
ever crow ing denser and blacker an d de­ 
scending steadily, rem orselessly, upon m e 
lik e a veritable shadow of death.

tion of B rer R abbit’s m ethod o f clim bing a 
S tu m p hollow —th a t is, by bracing m y hack 
against one side o f tn e chim ney and m y 
feet and hands against th e o 'h e r. 
B ut the 
o pening grew lig h ter and lighter, like an 
inverted funnel, and still the top seem ed a 
long w ay off". 
1 liiu-t have clim bed som e 
th irty feet in a 1 w hen I stopped to rest, 
pro pping m y foot against a knot-1 ike pro­ 
jection. w hich suddenly breaking off left a 
hole th ro u g h w hich the d av llg h t stream ed. 
T h en for the first tim e it flashed upon m e 
th a t I was in a hollow tree. 
A glance 
th ro u g h th e kn o th o le proved this to be th e 
case, for th ere w as th e ground ten feet be­ 
low m e— th e bench o f earth 1 hod noticed 


when the outlaw s were m aking ready for 
m y incarceration. 
Escape now seem ed certain. 
T he w all 
o f m y prison w as only tw o inches thick, 
and though th e wood w as d ry and hard 
from age and exposure to sm oke an d heat 
niy knife w as soon a t w ork enlarging the 
kn o t hole. 
As this faced th e cove, I could 
keep a lookout for th e m oon sh in ers an d 
stop cu ttin g at th e least suspicious noise. 
N ight soon sh u t in, an d w ith the darkness 
there cam e peculiar sounds from cliff and 
w oodland. 
B ut I paused n o t to th in k of 
gh o u l or goblin. 
It w ould have taken 
sum ething la r m ore terrible th an ghostly 
w arnings to cheek the steady going of m y 
knife in th e w eary hours th a t follow ed th e 
sunsent, for I hoped to tu rn m y back on 
Sleepy cove ere the dt.w n o f a n o th e r day. 
B ut w hen th e su n rose m y task seem ed n o t 
nearly done. 
T h e knife was dulled, and 
m y strength had slow ly ebbed aw ay. 
T h e baying of a h ound reached m e. 
It 
was repeated, and in a m o m en t th e th rill­ 
ing m usic o f th e pack w aked again and 
again th e sleeping echoes o f Sleepy cove. 
N earer and nearer it cam e, until ii dozen 
line bloodhounds hurst th ro u g h the u n d er­ 
bru sh and dashed up to th e bow lder at the 
en tran ce to Sm okv hole. 
T hen opening 
again they sped aw ay on th e cold trail o f 
th e m oonshiners. 
“ D an, here D an I D o w n ,sir!” I shouted 
to th e leader w ith ail niy m ight. T h e obe­ 
d ien t brute, recognizing m y voice, dropped 
to th e ground. 
I called him to m e , and 
soon tiie entire pack was barking playfully 
at th e roots o f m y novel prison, rejoicing, 
no doubt, at h av in g treed th eir fiiaster. 
H earin g a w ell-know n signal in th e woods 
I answ ered it, and one by one five o f m y 
friends crept cautiously up to th e cave, car­ 
bines in hand. W hen I spoke to them from 
m y porthole th e re w as a broad sm ile on 
every face. 
A n ax w as procured, and. 
w hile four o f th e m en guarded against su r­ 
prise, th e fifth cut a w indow in m y ja il, 
th ro u g h w hich I craw led, having been a 
priso n er n early tw enty hours. 
W hen w e reached th e big poplar th a t 
guards th e pass to Sleepy cove I fastened in 
th e fourth notch a piece of paper bearing 
these w o rd s : 
“ Cap H aw kins, bew are. 
T he Colonel is 
on y o u r trail. 
Go look for his bones in 
Sm oky hole. 
E i' hahi-er.”

takes brains and com m on sense to m ake 
m illions, and th e rich m an is m ore in ­ 
terested th a n th e poor m an in the w el­ 
fare o f 
th e 
country-, 
from 
th e fact 
th a t 
his 
large business 
interest* 
de­ 
pend 
upon 
th e 
tim es. 
If 
th ey 
are good, his business prospers. 
I f they 
are bad, failure often stares h im in th e face. 
A Congress o f non-property ow ners w ould 
not he fit to legislate regarding th e capital­ 
ized in dustries o f th e country, and it is a 
good tiling for th e U nited States th a t it has 
railroad m illinaires, gold m illionaires, sil­ 
ver m illionaires 
and 
land m illionaires 
am ong its rulers. 
P ublic sentim ent in this 
country is too strong a th in g to p erm it the 
rich C ongressm an to legislate a w holesale 
oppression of o u r poor, and as a ru le the 
dem agogues are found am ong th e public 
m en w ho are w orth nothing. 
T h e poor 
m an is, as a rule, m ore susceptible to 
bribes than a rich m an, for th e reason th a t 
his necessities are greater, an d in a w orld in 
w hich nin ety -n in e h u n d red th s of th e peo­ 
ple devote them selves to n uking m oney, 
th e fact th a t a m an has not done so is at 
least a suggestion of incapacity.— Cor. Cleve­ 
land (O.) Leader.

A n E nglish m an , calling at th e AVbite 
H mse, w as descanting to M r. L incoln, w ho 
h a 1 never been nbroad, alient the differ­ 
ences betw een E nglishm en and A m ericans 
" G re a t difference in som e respects,” he 
said, “ great difference. 
Y ou A m ericans do 
th in g s th a t an E nglish gentlem an w ould 
never th in k of doing. 
Now, for instance, 
an E nglish gentlem an w ould never th in k 
of blacking h is own boots." “ A lt, indeed.” 
said Mr. L incoln, ‘w h o se would h eb lack ?" 
Again, in 1864. he was greatly bothered by 
thepeace-at-any-price m en from th e N orth. 
T h ere was especially one old fellow from 
M assachusetts, very bland an d w holly bald, 
w ho w as tiie th o rn in th e presidential 
flesh. 
Mr. L ine >ln m anaged to get rid of him 
and his (¿uaker appeals by one device or 
an o th er till his ingenuity w as severely 
taxed. 
O ne day. w hen the angel o f m ercy 
had been boring him about h alf an hour, 
to th e delay of im p o rtan t business, the 
R e sid e n t suddenly rose, w alked lo a closet, 
a n d took a large bottle from it.

L and devoted to h ay produces an average 
of tw o tons to the acre, w hich leaves the 
profits of an acre of land only $2. 
T he 
present prices ure low er th an any th a t have 
ever before been quoted, by reason o f the 
im m ense supply on hand, and also on ac­ 
co u n t o f th e poor qu ality of th e first s h ip ­ 
m ents, it being baled too green, and its in- 


tech ed to a rack wagon, to the wood lot for 
a sm all load o f wood.

I t is very seldom th a t m uch can be ac­ 
com plished by helping chickens out of the 
shell, hut if it m u st be done, open th e shell 
at the large end, rem oving it and th e m em ­ 
brane covering the chicken about one-third 
of th e way dow n. 
It requires a steady 
hand, how ever, to do m uch good in such 
instance*. 
Above all things else, if you w ould he a 
successful poultry raiser, keep things clean 
about th e hen houses anil r u n s ; it will pay 
handsom ely to give them proportionately 
as m uch attention as you do o th er live 
stock. 
T urkeys are great foragers, a n d will 
g ath er th eir en tire food from th e fields d u r­ 
ing the sum m er, at th e sam e tim e destroy­ 
ing m yriads of bugs, grasshoppers, w orm s, 
etc., th at prey upon th e crops. 
A m ong the new breeds the W hite P ly ­ 
m outh Rooks an d W hite W yaudottes seem 
large iu th e ascendancy. 
T he P lym outh Rock and W yandotte are 
both m ost adm irably adapted to th e farm . 
Good layers, excellent table fowls, and w ith 
all tlie necessary and im p o rtan t qualities 
for the farm . 
Do n o t hatch B antam s before Septem ber, 
if yon w ould have them beautiful and di­ 
m inutive. 
T h e G am e fowl 
m akes an excellent 
m o th er for young chicks, and are the best 
sentinels against haw ks. 
S hould fowls be troubled w ith “ scaly 
leg,” m ake a m ix tu re of three ounces of 
, . 
, 
. sw eet nil, one ounce o f su lp h u r and tw enty 
fertor q u ality b e in g taken as a s im ple o f J drops o f carbolic acid, and anoint tlie legs 
th a t w hich follow ed it. 
K arm ersareg ro w l­ 
ing on nil sides, on account of the low 
prices o f hay, b u t as it is the first crop they 
can raise, they th ru st it into th e m arket iu 
ord er to get th e cash to go ahead svith a 
m ore profitable harvest. 
B ut it seem s a 
sh am e to cultivate th e m agnificent land of 
th is valley at a profit o f only $2 to th e 
acre. 
A pparently any o th er crop w ould 
pay better th an tlie h ay crop of this season.

HOMES OF THE TREES. 
W hile it is som etim es desirable in p la n t­ 
ing fruit as w ell as shade trees to rem em ber 
th e native hom es o f each variety and tlie 
clim atic conditions under w hich they there 
grew , it is by no m eans certain th a t trees 
w ill n o t grow and flourish under w idely 
different conditions. 
I t m ust alw ays be 
rem em bered th a t th e clim atic conditions 
of th e n ativ e hom es of trees and plants 
have a m uch m ore direct influence upon 
tlie young plants, th eir genui holten, etc., 
th an u pon th e older established trees. 
T h u s th e big tree of C alifornia does well ali 
over C alifornia, w hile its native hom e is 
restricted to a few localities in the Sierra 
N evadas. 
T he cause of this is evidently 
som e conditions necessary for th e g erm in ­ 
ation and w elfare of th e seed and young 
plants. 
T h e m agnolia is an o th er instance. 
It does well everyw here w ith us, hut then 
it is not very likely to ever becom e wild. 
T he seed needs certain conditions now here 
else found th an in its native h o m e - T he 
chestnut will illu strate this, also, 
m m ost 
places in C alifornia th e chestnut w ill sun- 
■scald if its stem is exposed to th e sun, but 
if protected d u rin g th e first season and 
shaded, th e old tree w ill grow and hear ju s t 
as well as iu its native State. 
Still, the 
chestnuts m ay be easily sprouted here, lint 
if n o t properly shaded they w ill soon sun- 
sealtl and d ie.— Fresno Republican.

tell th e experienced eve how th e color was 
produced. 
It the sk in w ill readily peel, 
leaving a hard, shelly uppearance, it is a 
good indication th a t a m elon is ripe, and 
also, it it has a d u ll, brow n appearance. 
Ali these signs are rarely seer, at th e sam e 
tim e, but th e presence of an y one is suffi­ 
cient to indicate th e ripeness o f a m elon. 
DIVERSIFIED CROPS. 
T he G ridley Herald says th a t w ith sacks 
w orth ten cents, labor $2 a day, grain one 
cen t and th e yield averaging not to exceed 
fifteen bushels per acre, the query as to die 
profit o f grain-grow ing seem s to answ er 
itself negatively.

THE EXTRA SESSION. 


It is possibly as well th at the irrigation 
question shall he put out of the way prior 
to the fall elections. 
This consideration 
alone might he said to justify the call. But 
there is another reason. 
The question hits 
assumed such proportions, so involves the 
peace of the State, and is, in certain sec­ 
tions, so entirely the one engrossing topic

Kxtra sessions, however, as a rule, are to 
be condem ned; but as trees are to be 
judged by th eir fruits, we must aw ait the 
laliors of the new legislative session. 
It is 
possible for speedy, wise and sedate action 
to lie had. 
In common w ith all well- 
wishers of the State we hope this will lie 
the case. 
W e are not minded to belittle 
the im portance of the irrigation question 
one w hit. 
None cau more desire its satis­ 
factory settlem ent than this jo u rn al; 110 
influence more sincely or enthusiastically 
believes in irrigation systems for California 
valleys and foothills than the R e c o r ii- 
U nion. 
T hirteen years ago it began in­ 
quiry into the subject, and was among the 
pioneers in diffusing intelligence concern­ 
ing it, and in collating the topographical 
facts relative to water storage, and the d i­ 
version and use of stream s not necessary 
for the purposes of navigation.

R b c o r d -U n io n h a s had, however, 110 “ pet 
s c h e m e s it lias favored storage, after the 
Indian system, as one of the most feasible, 
and the best in which the State could

any special ideas, 
for the reason that it has recognized 
from th e outset the conflict lietween the 
riparian doerine and the appropriation

Courts in this State, the inheritance of 
differing heritages, the bequests of two 
widely dissim ilar ancient systems. 
The 
conflict has culm inated precisely as was 
anticipated, and the Legislature is now to 
be convened, w ith rem arkable haste, to 
undertake a herculean task. 
T he most re­ 
grettable tiling altout it all is th at there is 
au absence of calm in the influences that 
have brought about the call for the extra 
session. 
Clearly the parties moving to it 
mean th at there shall lie legislation of but 
one kind. 
T here is not indicated any dis­ 
position to make any compromises. 
It is 
demanded that all things shall yield be­ 
fore the force evolved by the friends of 
appropriation, and this disposition is met 
by one precisely counter from the opposite 
direction. 
It is rare th at wise legislation 
is evolved from jiopular heat. 
The ex­ 
cited demand for the revocation of any ap­ 
plication of the riparian doctrine to Cali­ 
fornia, and for the imm ediate reorganiza­ 
tion of the Supreme Court because of its 
interpretation of th e law of water rights, 
will not I* m istaken by legislators. 
Dis­ 
guise it as one may, it has the tone of a 
threat. 
I At us hope th at this menacing, 
this apparent attem pt at coercion, th at the 
senseless declaration “ Those who are not 
for us are against us,” will cease, and th at 
the 
Legislature

to

that

out of which only good can come. 
It is

State built witli a knowledge of clim ate in 
California, and the results were buildings 
that, while homely aDd violative of all 
architectural graces, were em inently and 
adm irably adapted to resist all discomfort­ 
ing clim atic influences. 
In the heated 
“ term ” prevailing for a week past the old 
thick-walled “ adobe,” w ith its spacious 
rooms, 
ample court, broad 
eaves and 
endless 
inclosing 
verandas 
has 
been 
coveted 
hv 
all 
who 
understand 
its 
capacity 
to 
contribute 
to 
hum an 
comfort. 
But in fully half the modern 
residences in the warm valleys of Califor­ 
nia there Ls made no provision for shelter 
from the heat such as the residents of the 
south of France, Italy or Spain, and in­ 
deed of all tropic and sem i-tropic coun­ 
tries would make. 
It is the commonest of 
errors to Bud th e living room for the fam­ 
ily unsheltered from the afteruoon sun, to 
find the roof low and flat, and the space 
between ceiling and roof herem etioally 
sealed, practically, and, as a result, a per­ 
fect oven in summer, into w hich on a hot 
day no one valuing life would venture 
H ere and there dwellings will lie found 
with broad slatted or screened openings 
below the eaves and above the plane of 
the ceiling front aud rear, allowing a free 
passage of air and effectually preventing 
excessive heat in upper rooms. 
In others 
these ventilating passages are cut into the 
over-hang of the roof, and serve the pur­ 
pose in part. 
The tru th is the flat roof 
dw elling is out of place in Califoruia val­ 
leys. 
T he old style pitching roofs w ith 
high ridges are the best for all purposes) 
and afford greatest protection to dwellers 
beneath them liecause it is a m atter of 
such ease to secure a flow of cool a ir be­ 
tween roof and ceiling in such houses. 
House builders in the valleys should be 
more liberal in the supply of courts, “ L ’s” 
and wings th at afford sheltered nooks of 
retreat from excessive heat. 
They should 
fairly surround the house w ith projection 
shelters th at the living rooms may be 
spared the glaring sun at high noon in the 
iiot season, and the beating of the storm 
in the wet season. 
We need an a rch itec­ 
ture adapted specifically to our clim ate; 
the taste we now cultivate does not give it 
to 11s save in rare cases. 


REMARKABLE SPEED. 


The call of the Governor for an extra 
session of the Legislature illustrates the 
almost fatal facility w ith which the Con­ 
stitution may be amended. 
Constitutions 
ought to he, and generally arc, regauled as 
instrum ents of stability, difficult to change 
and stroug iu their vitality. 
But here in 
California our whole political and social 
system rests upon an instrum ent that with 
unexampled elasticity provides for its own 
revolutionizing inside of forty-eight hours, 
or considerably less. 
T h at is to say, it is 
jKissible for the Legislature to mee( next 
Tuesday, as it is to do, under a four-days’ 
call ; to pass on Tuesday a proposed amend­ 
m ent to the Constitution ; for it to receive 
Executive approval on the same day ; to 
accompany it by an Act declaring th at the 
proiKisition shall be subm itted to the peo­ 
ple on the second day thereafter, or in less 
time, and such action would he legal, even 
if not more than a score of votes were cast 
for it, against a less num ber opposed to it. 
Of course such awful haste is altogether 
improbable, but, we repeat, it is possible. 
It may be said th at local election m achin­ 
en - could not lie set in motion in such a 
brief time, but if the Legislature should 
declare th at it can, aud must, th at would 
lie the law, and anything done under it 
would he conclusive, even though the date 
of 
election 
should 
pass 
before 
re­ 
mote sections 
could 
he 
informed 
of 
the 
fact 
th at 
such 
a 
proposition 
had 
been 
subm itted. 
T he 
provision 
of our rem arkable Constitution on the sub­ 
ject of amendments justifies this conclu­ 
sion, anti shows clearly on what a slender 
thread of popular whim the rights of citi­ 
zens hang. 
T he section referred to reads : 
Any am endm ent or am endm ents to this Con­ 
stitution may tie proposed in th e Senate or'A s­ 
sem bly, au d if tw o-thirds of all th e uierabera 
elected to each of th e tw o Houses shall vote in 
favor thereof, such proposed am endm ent or 
am endm ents shall be entered in th e ir journals, 
w ith th e yeas and nays taken thereon, and it 
sliii.il tie the duty of th e Legi-lature to subm it 
such proposed am endm ent or am endm ents to 
the people in such manner, and at such tune, and 
after such publication, as may be deemed expedient, 
etc. 
It will thus lie seen that the side judge 
of the tim e necessary to elapse between 
agreeing to propose an amendment and 
taking the vote of the people thereon, is 
the Legislature. 
Except for the fact that 
we are the freest people on the face of the 
globe, the most trustful, hopeful and con­ 
fiding, it would be like repeating a fairy 
tale to recite th at such provision 
for 
peaceful revolution is made by an orderly 
government in the republic of America.

CROSSING THE DESERT. 


A Reminiscence of Overland Travel in 
the Early Days. 
E ds. R ecorp-U nion : 
One of the well 
impressed and remembered portions of the 
journey by team s in early days, and which 
I did not take space to allude to in my re­ 
cent article, is the crossing of the desert, 
reaching from the sink of the H um boldt 
across to the Carson river. Its width is 54 
miles, 1 think. 
It was pictured as a part 
of the Great Am erican Desert on the old 
maps. Trains wishing to cross it laid in a 
supply of grass and water and always 
started over late in the afternoon, aud 
travel w ith all their strength throughout 
the night. 
Myself and two other parties adopted 
this plan as to starting, and left the Sink at 
4 o’clock p. m. 
Night soon set in, and as 
to any description of scenery we were in 
the fix of the deputation who visits the 
enemy before a concession or a fight, i. e., 
we m ight as well have been blindfolded as 
to cross a desert in the night and no street 
lamps 011 the way. 
We had heard that 
mirage exhibitions were often seen, and 
until darkness set in we kept a sharp look­ 
out, and while we failed to see any pillared 
cities or roekv castles, we did see w hat we 
took to be iakes of water, pure and deep. 
But our canteens were well tilled, and the 
cool hour, absence of thirst and our guide’s 
right reason kept, us from straying after the 
ignus fatuus, or desert lake. 
M idnight brought us to the m iddle of 
the desert. 
W e had been working our 
passage again as on the ox-train, but I am 
aggravated every tim e I reflect that I had 
no Elder's w hip or Patrick's goad to use 
on that horse. 
At first he responded to 
my spurless heels, and moved on fairly 
well. 
But, as tim e passed, be got so that 
he would scarce mend his pace with all 
the spurring and kicking I could do ; and 
the awful predicam ent presented itself of 
the possibility that he would perhaps not 
move at all bv-and-bye. 
It was cool" and pleasant and I was not 
either hungry or thirsty, but I was not 
sure that as the horse had all the walking 
to do that he m ight not be both. 
W ell, in 
the m iddle of that desert we came upon a 
camp of good Sam aritans (save the m ark !) 
—men who had hauled water and eatables 
for any who m ight need them . 
I paid one 
dollar for a gallon of water and loaf of 
bread, aud gave them to that horse, and 
then spurred him on over the desert as fast 
as I could. 
My companions would halt 
uow and then, and when I caught up I re­ 
ally fancied I could see a disposition in my 
horse to keep company by quickening his 
gait. 
If Richard hail happened to be th ereat 
that tim e and had given expression to that 
notable saying, “ My kindgom for a horse,” 
I should have said: 
11 There, Richard, you 
can have m ine.” 
Daylight found us ten miles from the 
Carson river, and the worst part of the 
route. 
The sand for this distance was six 
or more inches deep and as liquid as water 
—genuine quicksand—and as m uch harder 
to draw through as can be imagined. 
Though hundreds of teams passed every 
day, no sign of a road was ever left. 
If 
you could im agine the hind wheel of a 
wagon to be full of eyes, it could not see the 
track of the fore wheel, though following 
so close. 
Eac wheel had to displace the 
sand for itself and the wheels of the next 
wagon had to repeat the operation, even if 
100 bad beeu in line. A nd it was the same 
for oxen and horses and m en—none left a 
tra c k ; the greatest of men would here 
fail to “ m ake his m ark in the world.”

of 
mine, an 
old deserter

The special provocatives of “ delicate 
h ealth ” in young women are in a great 
part social.

The 
more strain there is upon the strength of 
women the more completely do they forget 
themselves and material wants. They sub­ 
m it and give no signs of their emotions to 
the depressing influences of misfortune or 
an unhappy home. They suffer and are 
silent w ith w hat have been called “ bad 
husband headaches.” They stifle a wounded 


pride which is deep in proportion to the 
smallness of the family income, and yield 
to the aggressive attacks of neurotic influ­ 
ences (the least wearing of which m ay be 
the m ental), only when the lim ited energy 
their body possess is exhausted, and which, 
when once lost, they rarely have the physi­ 
cal capacity or power of mechanism to re­ 
place.

Let such persons take into 
the lungs as m uch air as they can at a 
breath and hold it as long as they can ; 
they will find a grateful sense of relief in 
the whole abdominal region. 
Practice will 
increase ability to hold the breath and the 
capacity of the lungs. 
After a tim e the art 
may be learned of packing the lungs. This 
is done by taking and holding the long 
breath anil then forcing more air down the 
trachip by swallows of air. The operation 
m ay be described by that of a fish's m outh 
in the water. To "those who have never 
learned, it will be surprising to what an 
extent the lungs may be packed. Caution 
at first is needful, but later practice will 
w arrant large use of the treatm ent. The 
whole thoracic and abdominal cavities will 
receive imm ediate benefit, and continuance, 
and tem perance in eating, good air and 
right exercise, will bring welcome im ­ 
provem ent.— Herald o f Health.

H e expostulated w ith Bartel, who got 
angry and m ade a m ovem ent as if to draw 
a pistol, w hen Rexford went for and w al­ 
loped him . 
In Court yesterday Bartel de­ 
nied having intended to be insulting to­ 
ward the young lady ; on the contrary, he 
had great respect for her, and w ould have 
liked to m ake her h is wife. 
Judge H enry, 
after the argum ent of the case by City At­ 
torney Hart for the prosecution and W . A. 
Anderson for the defense, gave Bartel a se­ 
vere scoring, but announced that Rexford 
had been guilty of battery, and he would 
tine him one cent! 
T he young lady, who 
was in Court, happened to have a coin of 
that denom ination in her pocket, and with 
it the fine was paid. 
Subsequently Bartel 
m et Judge H enry and lound fnnlt w ith his 
judgm ent, when the Judge expressed him ­ 
self p lain ly. 
Bartel m aking a remark de­ 
rogatory to the lady, and which showed 
that his statem ent on the stand of his great 
respect for her could scarcely have been 
truthful, the Judge told him that if any 
young friend of her’s had heard the re­ 
m ark just uttered he would be justified in 
slapping the face of the man uttering it, or 
going a iittle further.

o r d - U n i o n called at the foundry of 
m. 
Gutenberger, at Front and N streets, and 
was show n a m achine that is there being 
constructed for diam ond m ining in Butte 
county. 
The m achine is being built for L. 
W ineberg. a scientific gentlem an, a dia­ 
m ond expert and an experienced m ineral­ 
ogist, w ho spent several 
years in 
the 
diam ond fields of South Africa, where lie 
was engaged in trading in the precious 
stones as they cam e from the m ines in a 
rough state. 
Mr. W ineberg described the 
different parts, and explained the workings 
of the m aohine to the reporter. 
It consists 
o f a hollow octagonal cylinder, in size six 
feet in diameter and as m any in length. 
T he rim consists of four sets of seives, 
set over each other, the space between them 
varying from the inside from an inch and 
a half to half an inch. 
The cylinder is 
suspended on a horizontal shaft passing 
through the center, which is operated by a 
gear which causes the cylinder to revoive 
not at all like the drum on a squirrel cage 
T he soil or gravel, about two tons, is placed 
in the cylindar, w hich is then closed at 
both ends and caused to revolve. A s it goes 
around the m aterial grinds through the 
first sieve into the second com partm ent, 
through the second sieve into the third 
com partm ent, and so on until it is thrown 
off in pulverized dust, from w hich the 
diam onds and gold arc easily separated. 
The m achine is constructed of iron ; is very 
strong and capable o f reducing from 100 to 
2t>0 tons of material per day. 
T he m a­ 
chine, now near com pletion, is intended 
for Cherokee Flat, in Butte county, and w ill 
be used in the tailings or loose material at 
the dum p o f hydraulic m ines. 


" t h e r e ' s m i l l i o n s i n i t .” 
Mr. W ineberg is very sanguine of m ak­ 
ing a pecuniary success o f his venture, in 
fact, in the language o f Colonel Sellers, he 
says there are “ m illions in it.” 
H e lias in 
prospecting in the dum p piles at Cherokee 
Flat ami vicinity found 
a num ber of 
diam onds which lie sent to Boston and 
other places for analysis. So far the ones 
he found were of a poor quality, but that 
there are good ones and in quantities in 
that locality he has no doubt. 
H e expects 
to have his m achinery in operation in a 
very short tim e, and if his expectations are 
half realized it w iil cau sean excitem ent 
throughout the State, for he says what is 
true o f that particular section of Butte is 
true also of a large proportion o f Placer. 
El Dorado. Amador and Nevada counties. 
Mr. W ineberg is thoroughly posted upon 
the subject of diam onds, both as to the 
real and spurious article.

T he gross weight of diamonds 
that ipassed through the post office at 
Kim berly in 1880 was 1,440 pounds avoir­ 
dupois, the estim ated value o f which was 
$16,000,000. 
Over 25,000 m en were engaged 
in the diam ond fields of South Africa dur­ 
ing that year. 
Mr. W ineberg is satisfied that diam onds 
in paying quantities can be obtained in the 
washings of the hydraulic m ines at Chero­ 
kee Flat, and also that this industry could 
be prosecuted with profit in several other 
localities o f the State. 


THF. MOST VALUABLE DIAMOND 
Ever found in the United States was discov­ 
ered in 1856, on the banks o f the Jam es 
river, opposite R ichm ond, V a. 
Its weight 
was 2.37 carats, or 90 grains. T he existence 
o f diam onds in California was early known, 
som e being discovered in the goid m ines 
in 1850. 
W . A. Goodyear is quoted in W hitney's 
“ Auriferous Gravels o f the Sierra Nevada 
of C alifornia” as follow s : “ H e saw a dia­ 
m ond in the possession of Mr. Olrustead, at 
Dirty Flat, near Placerville, w hich m eas­ 
ured nine thirty-seconds o f an inch m axi­ 
m um diameter, and weighed one and a 
quarter carats—5.61 grains. 
It was found 
by Mr. Olmstead in cleaning up the sluices 
of the Cruson tunnel, Dirty Flat." 
W . B. Carpenter, of Placerville, E l Do­ 
rado county, in a letter to the State M iner­ 
alogist, says : 
“ In 1871, W . A. Goodyear, 
A ssistant State Geologist, w hile exam ining 
the deposits o f auriferous gravels in the 
ancient river bed, about three m iles east of 
Placerville, found several specim ens of 
itacolum ite. and expressed the opinion 
that diam onds should be found in the 
gravels. 
I assisted him in searching for 
them , and we found several in the hands o f 
the m iners. 
Mr. Goodyear bought one of 
them as a geological specim en. 
N one of 
the parties who had them knew w hat they 
were, but had kept them as curiosities. 
The gravel in the channel is capped with 
lava from 50 to 450 feet in depth. 
Of late 
years the gravel is worked by stam p gravel 
m ills, and I know of instances where frag­ 
m ents o f broken diam onds have been found 
in panning out the batteries. 
I give you 
the nam es of the finders of several diam onds 
in this vicinity, nam ely : 
Charles Reed, 
one. 
Mr. Jeffreys, one. 
Thom as Ward & 
Co., three (two white, one yellow); one of 
these is now in the possession of Mr. A sh ­ 
croft, o f Oakland, who had it cut in E ng­ 
land. 
Cruson A Olmstead. four, one of 
which Olmstead sold to Tucker, o f San 
Francisco; it measured tliirtv-nine seconds 
o f an inch in diameter, was pure, and 
nearly round; I think he got about $300 
for it! Thom as Potts, one, which he sold 
to Mr. Goodyear for $15: it was sm all, and 
flawed. 
Jacob Lyon, one (light straw-col­ 
ored), about the size of a m edium p e a ; 
also, several fragments obtained from the 
tailings of a gravel m ill at the Lyon m ine. 
A. Brooks, one (sm all w hite). 
E. Benfeldt, 
one (sm all yellow i, weighs two grains ; it 
passed through a gravel m ill.” 
* M elville Attwood was am ong the first to 
predict the discovery o f diam onds in Cali­ 
fornia. 
The follow ing is an extract from a 
newspaper article written by him in 1854: 
I am anxious to call attention to the 
chance of finding diamonds in this coun­ 
try and the likelihood of iheir being over­ 
looked. 
The rocks in which they occur 
are com m on in California. 
Itacohim ite, a 
soft m icaceous sandstone, always the asso­ 
ciate o f the diam ond, is also found here. 
The gravel always found in the river wash­ 
ings so closely resembles the 1 cascalbo,’ 
or ‘ diam ond gravel’ of Brazil, that I think 
it very probable that if proper search was 
m ade diam onds w ill be found." 
T he State M ineralogist sa y s: “ In A u­ 
gust, 1883,1 visited Cherokee. Butte county, 
specially to study that celebrated diam ond 
locality. 
A . McDermott, druggist o f Oro- 
ville. says that a diamond was sent to him 
in 1802 which was as large as a sm all pea. 
It was nearly globular and obscurely crys­ 
tallized and ol yellow color. 
H e does not 
know the subsequent history o f the stone, 
where it was found, or the owner’s name. 
A t Cherokee diam onds and zircons are 
found in cleaning up sluices and undercur­ 
rents. 
The first notice of diam onds at this 
locality dates from 1853 ; the largest dis­ 
covered, w hich was two and a quarter 
carats (nine grains), is now in possession 
of John More. 
There have been from 
fifty to sixty found, from fiist to la st; some 
were rose-colored, 
som e yellow , others 
pure white, and all associated w ith zircons, 
platinum , iridium , m agnetite, gold and 
other m inerals. 
A sim ilar association o f m etal occurs in 
the northern counties o f California, es­ 
pecially in the region drained by the Trin­ 
ity river, in the sands o f w hich microscopic 
diam onds are actually found. 
The same 
m ay be said o f the vicinity o f Coos bay, in 
Oregon, and along the banks o f Sm ith 
river, in D el Norte county. 
In 1861 a diam ond was found one and a 
half m iles northwest o f Y ankee H ill, Butte 
countv, in cleaning up a placer m ine. The 
stone was taken from the sluice w ith the 
gold and sold to M. H . W ells, w ho pre­ 
sented the gem to John Bidw ell, o f Chico, 
who had it cut in Boston. 
It weighed one 
and a half carats—six grains. 
Mr. Bidwell 
gave the diam ond to his wife, w ho now 
wears it on her finger. 
This was the only 
diam ond found at the locality. 
A fine diamond from the Spring Valley 
m ine, Cherokee, was presented to the State 
M useum by G. F. W illiam s. Superintend­ 
ent. 
Mrs. Harris has a beautiful Cherokee 
rough diam ond set in a ring. 
Mr. Harris, 
who was formerly Superintendent ot the 
Spring V aliev hydraulic m ine, has another, 
which has béen'cnt. 
Of the two the natu­ 
ral crystal is the m ost interesting and beau­ 
tiful. 
Mrs. W . C. H endricks, o f Morris ra­ 


v i n e , near Oroville, also ha3 a fine Chero­ 
kee diam ond set in a ring. 
A very interesting stone has lately been 
brought to notice, w hich was fonnd in 
July, 1883, by George Evans, on the sur­ 


face o f the ground at Ranchería, a sm all Í 
m ining camp abont four m iles northw est I 
of Volcano, Am ador county. 
It weighs 255 I 
m illigram s. 
Its length is .315 o f an in e h ;| 
thickness, .215 of an inch. 
It is irregularly ( 
globular in form, all the faces being con- i 
vex. 
It is pale straw-colored, very brill­ 
iant, and, as far as could be distinguished 
even under the m icroscope, is w ithout a 
flaw. 
T he nam e diamond is a corruption of 
“adam as” or “adam ant,” derived from two 
Greek words, m eaning “I conquer,” refer­ 
ring to its excessive hardness. 
It is pure 
carbon crystallized. 
Chem ically it does 
not differ from charcoal, and is also nearly 
identical in com position w ith graphite. 
It is the hardest o f all know n substances. 
Its specific gravity >s 3.529 to 3.55. 
D ia­ 
m onds are not always colorless, and this ¡ 
fact renders their determ ination difficult, i 
T hey are som etim es tinged yellow , red, 1 
orange, green, brown, blue, rose red, and i 
often black. 
W hen the color is decided ■ 
they are more valuable than w hen lim pid. 
W hen light colored, they are said to be "off 
color.” 
Black diam onds are som etim es called 
“carbonate,” or "carbonado.” 
They arc 
even harder than the crystallized stones. 
T hey are found in m am m illary masses, 
som etim es 1,000 carats in weight." 
The diam ond is supposed to be o f vege­ 
table origin, and is believed, by those who 
have studied it carefully, to he produced by 
slow decom position of vegetation or bitum ­ 
inous m atters, 
it is generally colorless, 
but alw ays transparent (except in case of 
the black diam ond), and often found in 
lOunded m asses, occasionally in curious, 
irregular, concretionary forms, like Chalce­ 
dony, tr sem i opal. 
G enerally the faces 
of the crystals are curved : som etim es they 
take a nearly spherical form, having forty- 
eight faces. 
D iam onds are found in Brazil, in ! eds of 
gravelly 
conglom erate called “casalho,” 
frequently cem ented by oxide o f iron, and 
from description, resem bling som e of the 
cem ented gravels so com m on in the h y­ 
draulic and drilt m ines of California. 
In 
such an iron cem ented formation a negro 
slave in Brazil found a bed or cluster of 
diam onds—probably in place— which sold 
for $1,500,000. 
D iam onds were discovered in Brazil in 
1728. 
T hey liad alw ays been thrown aside 
as useless in gold w ashing, until one who 
had seen this gem in the rough state 
quietly collected a large quantity o f them , 
from the sale of w hich, in Portugal, he 
realized a fortune.

two July rains are without parallel since 
1861, when over half an inch fell, as re­ 
corded at 8aoramento. 
But the record of 
sum m er rains is still lead by the June 
storm s o f 1875 and 1884, in the former of 
which 1.10 inches fell, and in the latter 
1.45. Since 1853 there have been but five 
years in which no rain fell during any of 
the sum m er m onths. 
So m uch and no 
more foundation lias the popular tradition 
that ' It never rains in California in the 


T he O. A . K. R eception. 
The General Committee for the G. A. P . 
reception m et at the office of AV. P. Cole­ 
man last evening, President G. AV. Ches- 
ley in the chair. 
The m eeting Jwa.s well 
attended, and its object, to devise m eans to 
defray the expense of the com ing reception, 
and a display o f resources, was very gen­ 
erally discussed. 
In view of the fact that 
tlie Supervisors liad declined to m ake an 
appropriation to assist in m eeting the ex­ 
pense, it was resolved to appoint a finance 
and collecting com m ittee to prom ptly raise 
the required funds. 
From the speeches 
made and subscriptions volunteered, there 
is no room fur doubt that the required 
am ount w ill be furthcoming.

Finance Com mittee was appointed 
consisting of the General Committee, which 
is composed of fifteen w ell-know n citizens, 
and three from each o f the seven sub-com ­ 
mittees, m aking a com m ittee o f thirty-six. 
The Chair was also authorized to appoint 
soliciting com m ittees in the various towns 
and villages throughout the county, ami 
Joseph Sim s was appointed s. licitor for 
the county at large. 
The programme, as 
heretofore announced, w ill be carried out 
in its entirety, and possibly new features 
added. 
Mayor Brown was not present, but 
authorized the Secretary to put his nam e 
down for '50. 
Much detail work was dis­ 
cussed ami disposed of, and a general at­ 
mosphere of enthusiasm and success pre­ 
vailed.

THE DRAINAGE CLAIMS. 


A (Question of Ju s tic e a n d w h at D elongs 
to G ood G overnm ent. 
En.-. 
H e c o r d - V n i o n : As one w ho con­ 
tracted som e o f the indebtedness of this 
State to private parties under the celebrated 
Drainage Act, I w ish to say a few words 
about the drainage claim s, to com pel pay­ 
m ent of w hich the Suprem e Court lias just 
failed to issue a m andam us. I do not wish 
to discuss the expediency o f the m easures 
promised in the body o f the Act. 
It is suf­ 
ficient to state that it was in force several 
years, and that under it m uch work pre­ 
sum ed to have been for beneficial purposes, 
in providing better drainage and im oroving 
the navigability o f the Sacramento river, 
was done. 
State denartm ents were called 
upon for aid, and assistant engineers from 
the office of the Slate Engineer (perhaps 
against their own inclinations) had to de­ 
vote a portion o f their tim e to duties de­ 
volving upon them in connection with this 
so-called “drainage work.” 
The proper 
authorities entered into contracts to have 
river im provem ents made. 
These were 
frequently awarded to parties specially in ­ 
terested in a faithful execution of the work, 
as. for instance, in the case of m any bank 
land owners who took contracts for the 
construction o f river im provem ents along 
their own water front, som etim es pledging 
all their property as security to raise the 
necessary m oney to carry on the work, 
supplies and malerial were furnished by 
our m erchants to the agents of State au­ 
thorities, and m any assistants and laborers 
rendered m onths of service, for which pay 
is stili due them . 
Claims thus accrued remain in large part 
still unpaid, notw ithstanding that the Leg­ 
islature passed a relief bill for the paym ent 
of these unquestionably just claim s against 
the State. 
T his relief hill seem s to be con­ 
sidered unconstitutional by the Supreme 
Court, w hich says that the Constitution, 
Article 4, Section 3 2 , declares that the Leg­ 
islature shall have no power " to pay or to 
authorize the paym ent of any claim against 
the State, or any county, or m unicipalitv, 
under any agreement or contract m ade 
without express authority of law ; and all 
such unauthorized agreem ents or contracts 
shall be null and void.” 
T he Act o f 1880 
having been declared unconstitutional, it 
became void. 
T he Supreme Court further savs: 
" AVe 
do not perceive how the Legislature can 
authorize the paym ent of an y m oney which 
it is prohibited from authorizing to be 
paid.” 
But, granting the position o f the Court 
to be right, the question arises, " AVas not 
the Drainage Act a law binding upon the 
people of this State from the tim e at which 
it was to go into effect until suit was 
brought to test its validity? 
Can the com ­ 
mon citizen, laborer, m erchant, farmer and 
contractor be expected to determ ine that 
the “ title ” of the Act does not express 
fully the subject-m atter in the body of the 
bill, or such other technicalities which are 
sufficient to cause the Act to be declared 
unconstitutional when tested by the Su­ 
preme Court? 
Is it not m anifestly the 
duty of the Attorney-General to so guard 
the interests o f the people that, when an 
Act is clearly unconstitutional, he take the 
necessary steps to prevent its provisions 
from being enforced? 
Can not each citizen, w ho may be dis­ 
satisfied with the provisions o f a law. 
cause to be brought in the nam e of the 
people the necessary action to determ ine 
its validity ? 
Does not justice and every 
interest of good governm ent dem and that 
a law properly enacted shall at least be 
construed to he the law until som e action 
is brought to prove its unconstitutionality? 
If this be so, then the relief bitl of 1885 
is clearly constitutional. 
If this be not so, then it ought to be, and 
if com m on law teaches differently, then 
let the necessary constitutional am end­ 
m ent be m ade to alter the law in the inter­ 
est o f our State, and the m eting out of 
justice to its citizens. 
The State should 
not be debarred from m aking a just restitu­ 
tion to persons innocently injured by com ¡ 
plying with the requirem ents o f "a law. 
afterwards found to be unconstitutional.

City of M exico, Ju ly 9, 1886. 
Returning from the plains of Apam to­ 
ward the Mexican Capital by our favorite 
method of traveling—en coche, w ith plenty of 
time to tarry or to make detours wherever 
vagrant faucies m ight lead us—we drove sev­ 
eral miles out of the way, over an Egyptian 
desert, to view the great stone arches of 
Coinpoala. This wonderful aqueduct—the 
object of whose conslructiou was to supply 
the arid plains with water—was the work 
of an early Spanish friar of the order of 
San Francisco. The magnificent arches of 
solid porphyry, which were commenced 
more than three centuries ago and never 
completed, look like the work of Titians ; 
but—like m any other well-begun efforts in 
this demoralized country—have been of no 
practical use to any living creature. 
There 
■they stand in the m idst of the desert, these 
m onum ents 
of 
bv-gone 
inutility — as 
mighty in their way as those of the Libyan 
chain on the banks of the Nile, with* no 
trace of hum an life w ithin the lim its of 
vision—nothing to relieve 
THE KTKBNAL DESOLATIOX 
Of shifting sands a n d b u rn in g skies, b u t 
an occasional clu m p o f g ian t cactus o r the 
plum ed crest of som e solitary p alm . 
W e 
sat so loug ad m iriu g th e splendid carvings 
on the m ain arch of th e a ju e d u it, specu­ 
lating on th e m otives of the long-forgotten 
friar, and w ondering w hy th e 
p atien t 
hands w hich w rought so w ell should have 
su ddenlv abandoned the work, th a t even­ 
ing shadow s began to lengthen before we 
'realized the flight of tim e, 
l'r.iceeding 
rapidly upon o u r jo u rn ey tow ard t h e d s - 
t.n it hacienda, w here the n ig h t was to be 
p issed , we had ridden an h o u r o r m ore 
w hen it was discovered th at one o f the 
Carriage w heels was sm o k in g . 
H ere w as a 
pretty fix ¡—ready to perish o f “sp o n ta­ 
neous com! u stió n ,’ so lo speak, an d n eith er 
bouse n o r stream in sig h t.

doubts as to w h eth er o u r Je h u m ig h t he in 
cahoots w ith the gentlem en in qu estio n ; 
b u t th ere appeared to he 110 alternative, 
and he was bidden to drive w ithin hail of 
the house. 
H altin g a sh o rt distance from 
tiic tum ble-dow n w all, we sen t him in w ith 
a little m oney an d in stru ctio n s to purchase 
th erew ith a pail of w ater, and m eanw hile 
everybody ex am in ed liis pistols, 
tiuch a 
barren, forlorn and desolate abode th e 
im ag in atio n can scarcely conceive—a place 
o f p u n ish m en t for u n h ap p y spooks in 
D antes’ in fern o rath e r th an the hom e of 
liv in g ladrones. 
The filthy corral of a 
«•ourt was sw arm ing w ith pigs, dogs an d 
babic*: u n k em p t w om en sitir.k o u t of 
courts and gazed at us curiously, and 
s v mi ruliiauly-looking m en sp ran g up 
mysteriously from som ew here. 
T h e latter 
si niched tow ard th e car/iage, inspected the 
sm oking wheel, an d sa v ed at us w ith 
¡• car, 1 and hruiisli eyes—doubtless tak iu g 
note of th ee x trtin e plainness o f o u r attire 
an d the conspicuously-displayed g nus and 
pi ,1 >!s of th e escort. 
At an y rate, there 
w as n o " h air-breadth ’scape ’’ to chronicle, 
th e in cip ien t conflagration w as speedily 
subdued, an d we departed in peace aniill 
th e blessings o f th e robber co m m u n ity in 
m an y a m u ttered “ adios "—w hich p opular 
salutation, literally tran slated , m eans “ To 
G od I com m end y o u .” 
TBOFIC SQUALOR AND KEI.IGION. 
In course of this three-days' trip, curios­ 
ity or some ti iv'-tl errand led us to stop at 
m any houses al ng the route. T he won­ 
der is that hum an beings can ba content to 
live and die in such squalor, and that al­ 
m ost invariably wnere nature is most 
prodigal witli her gifts, the homes of the 
people have fewer comforts than those in 
colder climates, w here ihe most common 
necessaries of life m ust be produced by un­ 
rem itting toil. 
Ill this p. r ion of Mexico 
the average house outside the cities is of 
sun-baked adobe, generally plastered on 
the outside only, and an elaborate stucco 
decoration surrounding its wide door, con­ 
taining but one apartm ent, no windows at 
all, the bare beams thickly thatched with 
dried grass overhead, and m other earth for 
flooring. Such superfluities as chairs and 
tables are seldom m dulg.d in, for 3 rude 
bench, or an adobe shelf built into the 
wall, 
answers 
well 
for 
the 
latter, 
while m ats of braided straw, know n 
as 
petates, are 
the 
accepted 
sitting- 
down places for cuests and family, and 
serve also as ihe general bed. 
Though 
dogs, pigs, goats and chickens have free 
range of the premises, and the donkey 
pokes his social nose in at tbc door, these 
sm all homes are rem arkably neat, con­ 
sidering their surroundings. There is never 
any stove or fire-place, but the little caloric 
needed for cooking their tortillas and fré­ 
joles can be produced anyw here out of 
doors, in a charcoal pot or by burning a 
few sticks on the ground ; while one corner 
of the casa serves for kitcheu and cupboard, 
the dishes being piled up on the dirt floor 
or ranged in a shining row, their clean 
faces against the wall. 
But every mud hut, however poor, m ust 
have its family shrine, where the tenets of 
their faith are scrupulously observed and 
their prayers constantly repeated—for reli­ 
gion occupies a prom inent place in the 
fives and thoughts of these sim ple people, 
as does its outward forms and expressions 
in their sm all homes. The inm ates may­ 
be often hungry, alw ays nearly naked, but 
there are crucifixes attd urns for holy 
water, pictured or wooden 
saints per­ 
petually 
adorned 
with 
flowers, 
and 
expensive caudles are burned upon all 
fiesta days—which m eans nearly every day 
in the year. 
Often a picture of the blessed 
Santa Guadalupe (the Creole M other of 
Christ and 
the 
Patroness of Mexico), 
painted 011 a canvas large enough to cover 
an entire side of the house, is alm ost 


ITS ONLY ARTICLE OF FURNITURE, 
And invariably the thatched roof is sur­ 
m ounted by a cross, which 
was duly 
blessed by the local priest (for a “ moneyed 
consideration” ) when the house was budd­ 
ed. 
Here and there, upon the outer and 
iuner walls, rude crucifixes are painted or 
executed in charcoal, and no sirawstack. 
cornbin or outhouse is considered safe frotu 
the hostile elements or fit for usage until 
some symbol of their religion is placed 
upon it. These crosses and images are the 
veritable lares and penates of every house­ 
hold. and while to more enlightened peo­ 
ple the ideas which are symbolized are the 
real objects ot worship, these descendants 
o f Montezuma I estow upon the symbols 
them selves all the blind idolatry that their 
forefathers bestowed upon the stone m o n ­ 
strosities which Cortez displaced. 
Posted upon the doors ot m any houses 
ate printed p ’acards setting forth sonto re­ 
ligions observance, which m erits special in ­ 
dulgence if faithfully performed, or prais­ 
ing the Holy Fam ily in Spanish song. The 
following is a fair sam ple : 
“Quien a este casa la luz? Jesus. 
Quien la licúa (fe alegría? Maria. 
Y quiere la abr iza eu la fe ? José. 
Luego bien claro se ve 
• 
Que siemore ltubra eontriciau 
A Jesus, Mana y José." 
T he literal translation fails to express the 
exact shades of meaning, but here is the 
subs'anee of i t : 
“Who gives light to this house? Jesus. 
Who fills it with joy ? Mary. 
Who kindles fait» in it? Joseph. 
Thus we very clearlv see 
That true contrition will always be 
fly keeping in our heaiti 
Jesus, Mary aud Joseph." 
In the course of this journey we lingered 
a day at tho 


h o s p i t a b l e h a c ie n d a o f c o c o y o tla . 
W hich produces more siicar than any 
other in this portion of Mexico. Cortez 
owned this vast estate m ore than three 
hundred and fifty years ago, and it is one 
of the several which were m entioned iu his 
“ last will and testam ent.” 
It still belongs 
to lineal descendants of the Dukes de 
M onteleone, who represented the C ortez' 
fam ily for many generations, and is one 
of the finest I have ever seen—no t so m uch j 
for exte-’t as for cultivation. B ehind the! 
enorm ous casa is a magnificent grove of 
orange, cocoa and olive trees, perpetnallv , 
laden with fruit and flowers, beneath which ; 
a clear stream runs between violet eovertd ¡ 
banks and hedgcsof roses. 
The c.-taie pro- j 
duces annually not less than 50.OJO arrobas 
o f sugar—an 
arroba," you know, being! 
tw enty-fire pounds. 
One bundled and 
fifty peons are employed to work it. at sal- 1 
aries ranging from six cents to twenty-hve , 
cents tier diem , w ith food and shelter 
“ throw n in.’’ 
„ 
. 
‘S ugarcane is not in d ig en o u s to Mexico, 


as m any suppose, and was unknow n to the 
Aztecs, who made syrup from wild honey 
and the juice of the century plant, and 


SUOAE FROM CORN-STALKS, 
Much after the m anner so extensively ex­ 
perim ented upon of late years in the 
United States. The Spaniards introduced 
it into this pait of the world—first from 
the Canary Islands to Santo Domingo, 
thence to Cuba, and naturally soon after­ 
wards to Mexico. 
The first sugar-canes 
were planted in the new world in 1520. by 
Pedro de Atienza. The sugar m ills built at 
that tim e by the Spaniards were worked bv 
hydraulic wheels, and not, as now, by 
horses. 
During Cortez’ tim e there were 
m any flourishing sugar plantations in the 
valley of Mexico, at an altitude of more 
than 8,000 feet—where now (owing, it is 
supposed, to the cutting down of the trees), 
it is not warm enough tor cane to grow. 
A M exican of nty acquaintance, who 
owns w hat he calls a quinta pequina (little 
garden) of a hundred acres, in the suburbs 
of a thriving city, tells me that he bought 
the land four years ago for $20 per acre, 
and that the first year's yield of only ten 
acres of it in sugar-cane am ouuted to $230. 
A nother native informs me that his sugar 
ranche was seeded tw enty-four years ago, 
that the cane has continued to ripen year 
after 
year 
at 
an 
average 
hight of 
nine feet, and there has never been 
any falling 
off 
in 
the 
yield. 
R id­ 
ing anyw here along the water-eourses, 
one sees im penetrable thickets of wild cane 
or bamboo, rivaling Jack's historic bean­ 
stalk in altitude, and the Mexicans tell 
stories concerning it taller than the cane 
itself. Not long ago Judge Ysm ael Gomez, 
a noted local magúate, invited us to visit 
his sugar hacienda—an extensive tract ot 
land lying along both sides of a beautiful 
river. ' I wish you could see 


THE FAMILY CARRIAGE 
T hat came for us—an antique ark resem ­ 
bling a New Y ork “ Black M aria," with no 
suspicion of springs, and a sm all, square 
aperture high up over the wheels for a 
door, through which one m ust crawl head 
foremost or feet foremost, in ascent or de­ 
scent—in either case necessitating an em ­ 
barrassing display of hosiery. The “ fact­ 
ory" was a rustic screen of dried grass, sup­ 
ported by four poles, standing in the open 
field, worked by one decrepit utnle, and 
“ m anned ” by a boy, who, besides our­ 
selves, was the only hum an being w ithin 
sight or hearing. 
The cane stalksserve a double purpose, 
for after having been squeezed dry (by 
donkey power) iu the little mill, they are 
used for fuel w ith which to boil their own 
blood. 
The sap runs by a rude trough 
from the m ill into a tin vat, beneath which 
is the mud-oven, dignified by the nam e of 
furnace. 
W hen sufficiently cooked, the 
syrup is cooled and molded in tinv earthen 
jurs, precisely like our smallest-size plant 
pots, only a trifle deeper. 
Each little cake 
is then wrapped separately in dried leaves 
of the cane, and is ready for shipping. 
The skim m ings of the boiling sap are 
utilized for m aking a popular beverage, 
which at first resembles sweet cider and is 
called aqua miel (honey water), or miel de 
cana; but by ferm entation soon develops 
into the niost vicious of intoxicants. 
Piloncillo, as the cane syrup or molasses is 
called, is by no means as pleasant to the 
taste as our maple, nor as Chinese sorghum; 
but its culture is profitable, as the dem and 
for it greatly exceeds the supply. 
All 
Mexicans, males and females, patricians 
and parvenúes, are exceedingly fond of 
sweets, and none of them have the slightest 
appetite for any thing approaching to acidity, 
though all 
delight 
in peppery dishes. 
Therefore pickles et al. are things u n ­ 
known, w hilepiloncillo is in great request, 
principally for pouring over the stewed 
beans, which “ course" always comes last 
at every meal before dessert and coffee.

F a ith U ca'in g . 
The faith healers represented Ood as in ­ 
terfering constantly, not by cause and effect 
in the order of nature, but affecting the re­ 
sult directly. T heir want of superiority to 
those who are not Christians, but use either 
false pretenses or natural laws, and their 
superiority to Christ and the Apostles con­ 
demn their pretensions. 
Nor does it avail 
them to say. “ Christ would not come 
down Irom the cross when taunted by u n ­ 
believers." 
They m ight, perhaps, with 
propriety refuse a test for the test's s -ke, 
though Elijah forced one. 
But in a close 
observation of their works the radical dif­ 
ference between them and those who say 
they have no divine help would be m ani­ 
fest. Smue of them affirm that the Mor­ 
mons, Newton and others do their m ighty 
works by the aid ol the devils. 
If so, since 
casting out devils was a miracle of w< rkiug 
power of a very low grude, it is wonderful 
that none of these persons have been able 
to cast out the devils from any of the great 
num ber who are working in this way. and 
thus dem onstrate tfleir superiority as the 
Apostles vindicated their claims against 
Simon the sorcerer and others. Faith cure, 
technically so called, as now held by many 
Protestants, is a pitiable superstition, dan­ 
gerous in its final effects, 
it m ay be asked, 
w hat harm can result from allowing per­ 
sons to believe in “ faith healing?” 
Very 
great indeed. Its tendency is to produce an 
effeminate type of character which shrinks 
from any pain and to concentrate attention 
upon self and its sensations. 
It sets up 
false ground for determ ining w hether a 
person is or is not in the favor of God. 
It 
opens the door to every superstition, such 
as attaching im portance to dream s, signs, 
opening the Bible at random, expecting the 
Lord to m ake it open so that they can gather 
His will from the first passage they see, "im ­ 
pressions,” "assurances,” etc. Practically it 
gives great support to 
other delusions 
which claim a supernatural elem ent. !• 
greatly injures Christianity by subjecting 
it to a test which it cannot endure. 
It di­ 
rects attention from the moral and spirit­ 
ual transform ation which wherever made 
manifests its divinity, so that none who 
behold it need any other proof that it is of 
God. 
It destroys the ascendency of reason 
in the soul, and tints, like sim ilar delu­ 
sions, it is self-perpetuating; and its nat­ 
ural and, in som e'ininds, its irresistible 
tendency is to m ental derangement. Little 
hope exists of freeing those already en­ 
tangled. but it is highly im portant to pre­ 
vent others from failing into so plausible 
and luxurious a snare, and to show that 
Christianity is not to be held responsible 
for aberrations of the imagination which 
belong exclusively to no party, creed, race 
or age.— The Cent an/. 


A n O ld E migrant R oad.—W . B. Tif­ 
fany, who has footed more miles over the 
Sierras than any other living m an, on 
W ednesday last walked from Sm all’s sta­ 
tion, Douglas county, to Spooner's station, 
over the old em igrant road, which route 
was know n as the road through Thom p­ 
son's pass. 
He reports the road now im ­ 
passable and hard to follow even by an ex­ 
pert like himself. 
In m any places are seen 
the rem ains of the old corduroy roads and 
now und then of the crude old bridges. 
Along the way are yet to he found many- 
old relics cast on the wayside by the forty- 
niners. 
At one place he saw the parts of a 
discarded ox yoke ; at another the remains 
of an em igrant wagon-bed w ith the bows 
and irons scattered around ; at another an 
old eantp kettle surrounded by fallen trees 
cut for fuel. 
He was enabled to keep his 
way by the blazed trees, m any of which 
had growth nearly covering these marks, 
some of whieh were six inches deep. To 
an old-tiiuer who came West w ith his ox 
team, these abandoned roads have a m elan­ 
choly charm , and the chance relics call to 
m ind incidents of the wearisome journey 
across the plains.— Heno Gazette.

SUGAR PLANTATIONS. 


A 
TRIP 
OS 
THE 
ISLAND 
OF 
OAHU. 


C lim a te o f th e H a w a iia n Is la n d s— 
T h e M orm on S a in ts—D escrip tio n 
o f T rees, G rass a u d F lo w ers. 


[Record-Union Correspondence.) 
Laie, Oabn, June 29, 1886. 
Unconscious or indifferent to the many 
conjeetutes and assertions floating round 
the U nited States press about the Mormous 
on the Sandwich Islands, the little band of 
“ Saints ” here go quietly on about their 
own business. 
Iu fact, do you know, I 
think I never saw a people so capable of 
m inding their own business iu m y life as 
these sam e M ormons. 
A t Laie their busi­ 
ness is planting cane, m aking sugar, and 
using every eff'ui t to elevate and enlighten 
the dark-skinned natives of H aw aii Nei. 
H ave you ever visited a sugar planta­ 
tion ? 
W ell, it is worth a visit, and as yon 
cannot visit this one of Laie in person, let 
m e convey yon around in m y pen chariot. 
Leaving the oft-described City of H ono­ 
lulu we go up and over the vali, wind 
around the indentations made by m oun­ 
tain and sea, past the rice fields, cane 
fields, cottages standing alone or in clus- 
tcrs,wooden steeplechurches.Chinese stores, 
across rivers and sand patches, and thirty- 
two miles of these tilings bring us alm ost 
to the northern extrem ity of Oahu. 
We 
have often heard these islands referred to 
as the land of sunshine, ferns and flowers. 
80 it is. 
B ut dear me I The sunshine be­ 
comes rather monotonous, the ferns only 
grow away up in the m ountain gorges, 
reached by narrow, dangerous, slippery 
horse paths, and the flowers, yes the flow­ 
ers, they are beautiful around the neat 
homes in H onolulu. But, passing along the 
roadside here yon hardly see the bloom of 
the flowers, for the vile background of dirt 
and untidiness. On this island (the only 
one 1 have visited), there are no flowers 
growing wild. 
All are cultivated in the 
sheltered yards of the cottages. 
But of 
course reality and rom antic im agination 
always look out of the opposite end of the 
(field) glass. 
However, we are passing 
through the little cluster of white cottages 
called Laic Malou, and yonder on the point 
of the hill is Ihe neat little church belong­ 
ing to Laie. 
The long rattge of m ountains, 
which have been at our left since we 
reached the pali, are abrupt, alm ost black 
with their ttensely-wooded sum m its, and 
the sea tosses and tum bles on our right, 
now close comparatively to the m ountain 
crest, and again w ith a utile or two of 
grassy rolling land between the beach and 
the m ountain base. 
T his plantation, called Laie, consists of 
about seven thousand acres—this, of course, 
including m uch sea beach and highland, 
unavailable except as a range for cattle. 
There are about three hundred natives who 
live here, and some fifteen or tw enty white 
people who m ake a tem porary hom e at 
f.aie for about three years at a tim e. 
T hat 
is, the Church sends a m issionary party, 
consisting of two, six, or sometimes even 
eight men w ith and w ithout wives, “called 
here,” as it is termed, for a longer or 
shorter 
period, 
usually 
three 
years. 
At 
present 
there 
are 
about 
tw enty 
here, and 
on 
I He 
adjoining 
islands. 
The cottages of the natives are scattered all 
along from Laie M alou to Laie W ai, and 
out pop the natives as you pass by, culling 
out the national salutation, a lo h a ! 
And 
out come the dogs too, and th e children 
and the pigs all m ixed up in extrieable con­ 
fusion ; and the waves m urm ur aloha, and 
the breeze calls aloha, and the soft lustrous 
air wraps you round in a delicious sense of 
dolcefar nicnte. 
Yes, this is the tropics, 
you exclaim, especially if it is a lovely day 
in December, as m ild as a June day in a 
tem perate clime. 
Well, w hile we have 
been chatting so busily, our carriage has 
turned its hack to the sea beach and is tak­ 
ing a straight line for the little cluster of 
houses on the brow of the low hill which is 
Laie Wai, or the housesof the white inhab­ 
itants. To be more explicit, this hill is 
called Laui liu ii (H ill of Heaven) by the 
natives, who have an odd trick of nam ing 
every bill, knoll and vale, and even diiler- 
ent spots of the sante hill. 
Inside the picket fence, inclosing perhaps 
ten acres, are four or five houses, w ith 
barn, 
washhouse, 
bathhouse, 
chicken 
coops, etc , set down in the thick soft grass 
that covers every inch of this side of t ’ahit. 
This grass is worthy of short m ention. 
It 
grows rapidly and spreads everyw here; so 
persistent is it, that the cane itself would be 
killed out were it not constantly hoed. 
It makes splendid teed for stock of ail 
Kinds. 
No weeds can live in it. no flowers, 
or anything but “ m aniania 
grass. 
It 
has long, branching roots, atid near the 
surface it m ats and twines and intervines 
until it requires eight or ten yoke of oxen 
to plow through it. 
It is so tenacious that, 
alter plowing, the grass tops turned under 
soon shoot up again. 
But I am told that 
if plowed up short, or rather cut oil' near 
the surface, and then left to the heat of the 
sun, so th at the heavy ground usually piled 
above it does not shield it and aid it to 
germinate, it will be killed out. One often 
sees fences around little flower plats, made 
by cutting out this grass close to the sur­ 
face in long, narrow blocks, and piled up 
on each other, m aking a very effectual 
break-wind for the stiff sea breeze that the 
trade winds bring alm ost constantly from 
the southeast. T he grass is soft, velvety, 
branched instead of in single blades, never 
growing very high, clean, and is a charm ­ 
ing carpet to walk upon, never soiling the 
dress or shoes w ith the lightest stain. 
W ithout the grass life would he unbearable 
here for the housewife, as the soil is red 
and as sticky as molasses or clay when wet, 
which is once or twice a day and some­ 
tim es all day. 
B ut we have stood looking at the ground 
long enough. 
Raise your eyes and see 
these houses. 
One large and niany-addi- 
tioned, evidently the principal house ; next 
to that a square, hip-roofed house, contain­ 
ing four bedroom s; then a little cottage 
with three or four rooms, occupied by a 
sm all family, and beyond another sm all 
cottage, which also accommodates one 
f intily. 
W e passed the church and school- 
house on (he left hand, as we cante up. 
The church is a very creditable allair, 35 
feet wide by 65 feet long, and costing 
about $8,000. 
It seats about 500, and is 
finished and painted inside and out with 
neatness and taste. 
Near the church is the roomy school- 
house, which accommodates 200, the school 
being taught in English by a young Mor­ 
mon elder. 
A good native school is also 
taught by an educated native—Kinirna- 
kalehua. 
(Somewhat ot a nam e, isn’t it ?) 
All the houses are of frame, and w hite­ 
washed. 
But they stand ont bare and u n ­ 
draped hv trees of any kind. Shelter front 
the trade winds is necessary for the growth 
of trees and flowers. 
Beyond the church wave the cnne-fields. 
And seated in the m idst of their green 
glowing beauty the m ill puffs out its con­ 
stant cloud of heavy smoke. 
There are 
about (X) acres planted in cane, yielding 011 
an average Irom two to two and a half tons 
of sugar to the acre. The m ill is a very 
good one, m anufactured at the H onolulu 
Iron W orks, and built six years ago, costing 
$24,000. 
It is the policy of the church to 
furnish em ploym ent for it native members, 
who gather here—as this is the center (or 
“ gathering-plaee," in church parlance) for 
the Hawaiian Islands—thus getting them 
where they can be taught to become cleanly 
in their habits, decent in their talk and 
virtuous in their morals—no small task, let 
me assure you. This plan costs the church 
financially, for Chinese or Portuguese labor 
is much more efficient and really cheaper, 
because so steady and energetic ; and then 
the natives (oh, hum an nature, how very 
hum an thou art!), knowing this is the 
policy, take advantage by working or not, 
and. when pretending to work, spending 
two-third? of their time iu idle chatter or 
eating cane. 
There is a plan adopted on some plunta- 
tions of putting the natives under law, 
capering they call it. But this is not thought 
advisable here. 
It is some'imea discourag­ 
ing to work here year after year, as the 
church has done, and still alm ost con- j 
stantlv find cases of “ sin" in their m idst, j 
But after all, when you reflect 011 the vast 
im provem ent made iu the last tw enty j 
years, 
knowing 
the 
previous

iy unbridled 
licentiousness 
that stalk­ 
ed 
abroad 
in 
the 
land, 
from 
H awaii 
to 
Nithau, 
and 
the 
m any j 
staid, respectable couples who have and are 
rearing children in decency, now there is ! 
room f>r encouragem ent. 
I believe there j 
are more children, according to the p o p u -; 
lation, in L ile than iu another place on the 
whole islands.

sea. and raining hard. 
We 8rere then in 
the neighborhood of latitude 27 degrees, or 
about one hundred m iles further north 
than Key W est. 
Between one and two 
o’clock in the afternoon 1 happened out on 
deck, and saw just enough sun trying to 
shine to show that the sun was not entirely 
drowned out. 
But 
the sun, curiously 
enough, was still over in the east, when it 
should have been to the westward of us. 
After cogitating over this phenom ena for 
a short tim e, I started aft to look at the 
compass, and found nearly all the passen­ 
gers gathered on 
the after-deck. 
The 
compass showed that we were moving 
southward, and heading for St. 
Kitts 
again. 
The passengers and all the s‘ew- 
ard's boys were watching a curious column 
that rose straight up out of the sea and 
seemed to be chasing us. 
They lost no 
tim e in telling the new-comer that the 
colum n was u water spout and that the 
ship had been dodging it for the last half­ 
hour. 
It was said to be. when we first 
saw it, about two m iles from the snip, and 
looked, at that distance, about the diam ­ 
eter of a hogshead. The colum n of water 
m ust have been full half a mile high, 
and from the top of it spraug a dark-col­ 
ored tail, looking like sm oke coming out of 
a chim ney, but perfectly round. The upper 
part went in a zigzag fashion as far as wc 
could see, and disappeared in the clouds. 
W hen first seen, the water-spout was im ­ 
mediately in front of us, and the ship's 
course was changed to avoid it. 
Then it 
started after us, and we continued to dodge 
it for more than h a 'f an hour. 
A t last we 
left it behind and resum ed our course. We 
did not sec it break, but lest it in the dis­ 
tance. 
I asked Captaid Frazer afterward 
what would have been the result if we had 
run into it, and he replied that the ship’s 
going into it would undoubtedly have 
broken the colum n, so that a few hundred 
thousand tons of water would have come 
down on our heads, very much to the det­ 
rim ent of all our “ upper works.” 
He 
thought it would not have damaged the 
solid parts of the s h ip : hut perhaps it was 
just as well not to give it a chance to try.— 
Cor. New Turk Times.

W hile in Deadwood in 1877 or 1878, I don't 
remember which, 1 saw a game which set 
me thinking considerably, and made me 
wonder if hum an nerve had a lim it. 
Sun­ 
day evening was then the great tim e in that 
city, and everything was wide open, from 
the lowest dance-house to the most palatial 
m om s iu the city. Stud-poker, faro, haz- 
zard and Spanish m onte were the principal 
games played. 
Everyone played occasion­ 
ally. and a m an who never touched a ebip 
was looked on with surprise and alm ost 
contem pt. The men from the m ines were 
always present and ready to stake their last 
dollar on their favorit card. But to return 
to the gante of which 1 had started to 
speak. 
I had gone into a big gambling 
house, and there found one of the most 
motley crowds it has ever been my fate to 
mingle with. 
At a stud-poker table in the 
rear room sat a large party of men, among 
them W alt Owens and Lew Palmer, two 
men well-known among the sporting fra­ 
ternity as hard betters and nervy men. 
The game was a big one. and soon all the 
men but Owens and Palm er had withdrawn 
from the game. 
Betting ran high, and the 
other tables were soon deserted, the plaver? 
coming to where the two men sat, and 
watching the game with alm ost breathless 
interest. 
The gante progressed, und the 
first card turned up for Palm er was a ten 
spot. 
Owens also got a ten, and, after 
looking at the card turned face down, bet 
$50. Palm er stayed. H is next was a seven. 
Owens’ gaze rested on a five-spot dealt him, 
but he cheerfully saw the $100 bet by 
Painter.

A p a n s y b e d . 
A spot for pansies should be selected 
where it is a little shady, at least in the 
m iddle of the day, if such a spot is to be 
had, but if not, it can be where it is fully 
exposed—a place .ntirely shaded is not de­ 
sirable. 
A light soil m ade rich with well- 
rotted stable m anure would be a place the 
plants would delight in, but if the soil is 
heavy it can he greatly improved by dig­ 
ging in plenty of the same kind of fertil­ 
izer. Seed can be sown any tim e during 
the present m onth or the next to raise 
strong plants before winter. Sow the seed 
in shallow drills, and water lightly ; take a 
little freshly cut grass and sprinkle it lightly 
over tbe bed, thus m aking a m ulch to pre­ 
vent the soil from becoming too dry. 
W atch carefully for the first appearaijce of 
the young plants, and as soon as they ap­ 
pear arrange the grass to lie between the 
rows, allowing the sun access to the plants, 
otherwise 
they would 
quickly become 
drawn. 
If weeds should appear remove 
ihe m ulch and hoe the soil, afterwards 
m ulching again. 
W hen the plants are suf­ 
ficiently strong, or about an inch high, 
transplant them to stand from four to six 
inches apart in rows, with the rows ten to 
twelve inches apart. 
The location of this 
perm anent bed and its preparation should 
be the sante as already described. 
If the 
weather should be very dry alter trans­ 
planting. it will be necessary to supply wa­ 
ter as the case m ay indicate. 
By following 
these directions one need not fail to have 
vigorous plants by October.— Vick's Maga­ 
zine.

Lieutenant M. E. H all, U nited States 
Navy, who, for several years, Inis hcen en­ 
deavoring to perfect a fish torpedo, lias one 
now nearly completed at the Eagle Iron 
W orks in Buffalo. The Courier describes 
it as twelve feet long, in three seciions, and 
re-enforced by four longitudinal girders to 
give it strength. 
In the extrem e bow there 
is capacity for a charge ot seventy pounds 
ol gunpowder. 
This is fixed by means of 
a prim er o f fulm inate of mercury. 
A 
plunger projects in 
iront, having two 
crossed kniie edges constructed so as to act 
when the torpedo strikts a vessel at a small 
angle. The ordinary torpedo in such a case 
would sim ply allow the projectile to glunce 
off without exploding. The plunger breaks 
the screw that holds the spring firing appa­ 
ratus, thus releasing the tiring pin which 
explodes the charge by striking the sensi­ 
tive prim er of fulm inate of mercury. 
On 
ihebow there are two autom atic fins used 
for steering. The generator is composed of 
a series of tnbes that hold gas ami vapor at 
1.000 pounds pressure. The m iddle section 
consists of a plain cylinder fifteen and a 
half inches in diameter, and in tins the 
generator is contained. The fins are worked 
by sm all engiiu s, whose valves are auto­ 
m atically controlled by power derived from 
the generator, whose great pressure, l.OoO 
pounds to the square inch, has only been 
obtained after incessant labor and innu­ 
m erable experiments, m any of which were 
failures. The after section of the torpedo 
contains the propelling apparatus, consist­ 
ing of a Gardiner's patent three-cylinder 
engine, which works two screws b’v gear­ 
ing. These screws are two-bladed, and re­ 
volve in opposite directions. Their pecu­ 
liar feature is that the blades of one screw 
are each at right angles to those of another, 
thus enabling screws of large diam eter tobe 
used as inner blades of the screws revolving 
in the same 9pace. 
The three different sections of the torpe­ 
do are screwed together so as to m ake wa­ 
ter-tight joints. The projectile is so con­ 
structed as to dive and keep a certain depth 
by means of the autom atically controlled 
pins in the bow and the diving rudder in 
the tail. Two tails tend to keep the torpedo 
upright and regular, inclosing the screws to 
prevent their being fouled by any floating 
object, such as seaweed, etc. On the top of 
the death-dealing m achine are three hand 
holes covered by plates—one giving access 
Yo the apparatus which controls the fires at 
the engine, the other affording access to the 
diving rudder. The engine is inclosed in a 
steel case, which slips into its place in the 
torpedo, and is there held by three bolls so 
that it can be readily removed for exam ina­ 
tion orrenair if need be. Attached to the 
engine is a governor, the invention of Mr. 
Gardner, foreman of the Eagle W orks. 
This governor controls the engine so as to 
give a uniform rate of speed while working 
under varying degrees of pressure. 
T he great advantage claimed for the new 
torpedo is its straightness of course. The 
undulating motion of the ordinary torpedo 
frequently causes the m achine to drive un 
der w ithout striking its object. The new 
one, it is said, can be aimed more directly 
and certainly at the precise spot where it 
will have the greatest destructive power. 
A nother advantage is in the distance trav­ 
ersed. The ordinary torpedo has a range 
of about 7U0 yards ; the new finny creature 
speeds along to the extent of about a mile 
and a half or 2,400 yards. The engine is 
the only one made in this country at all 
suitable for the work contemplated, and 
the patent for this part of the apparatus is 
vested in the Eagle Iron W orks Company. 
W ithout any special tests or appliances, it 
is nothing short of wonderful how effi­ 
ciently the new torpedo in all its parts has 
been completed and now nearly fitted to­ 
gether. 
It will shortly be put to the test in 
Lake Erie. The whole apparatus has a 
bouyaucy of fifteen feet, and it is computed 
to be able to blow into sm ithereens the 
largest vessel afloat.

A b o u t Bathing;. 
There are thousands of pores to each 
square inch ol skin of lhe higher anim als. 
T he office of these pores is to serve a9 out­ 
lets for the dead, offensive m atter secreted 
by the glands of which they are the mouths. 
So m uch has been written about the offen­ 
sive m atter throw n off by the lungs and the 
contam ination of the air thereby, that peo­ 
ple are usually well informed us to the ne­ 
cessity for ventilation ; yet the skin throws 
off, naturally, a greater am ount of im pu­ 
rity than the lungs throw oil'. The skin 
and lungs throw off im purities in the rela­ 
tion of 11 to 7. 
But if the pores be closed 
these im purities cannot be throw n off by 
the skin. 
W henever there is any check on this work 
of the skin, greater work is throw n on the 
lungs and kidneys ; and this soon over­ 
taxes them ; they are unable to accomplish 
all required of them , the blood bec.ones 
poisoned and disease results. This has been 
dem onstrated by Dr. Fourcault, who ex­ 
perim ented in the suppression of lhe per­ 
spiration of anim als. Ju s ta s the perspira­ 
tion was interfered with were the evil ef­ 
fects manifested. The excretorv action of 
the skin was entirely stopped by varnish­ 
ing the anim als ; and this invariably pro­ 
duced speedy death. 
Any suppression of 
this action of the skin m ust produce a 
greater or less diseased condition of the 
body, since the blood can be kept pure only 
when the skin peifoim s its functions prop­ 
erly. 
It has been well said that the gre. t 
secret of preserving health is m aintaining 
a healthy action of the organs ifcat carry 
off the wastes of the system. 
The m atter exuded from the glands, of 
which the pores are the outlets, is of a 
sticky nature, and not oDiy has it a ten­ 
dency to adhere to the edges of the pores 
and close them , but it also holds the dust 
that tails upon it. 
In lhe sum m er the 
po es are closed most rapidly, because there 
is the most dust in the atmosphere. The 
filth that clogs the pores can be removed 
most easily by the úse of soap and water, 
or bathing. 
Hence bathing often enough 
to keep the pores open is essential ; and it 
should be most frequent at this season. 
A 
bouse in the city is not considered com­ 
plete w ithout a bath-room ; yet very few 
farm houses have such a room, although 
farm ers should bathe oftener, perhaps, thun 
any other person. 
_ 
• 
The absence of bath-rooms in our houses 
shows our indiH'crence to one of the most 
im portant m ethods o f m aintaining our 
health. The cost of a bath-room is but lit­ 
tle, and every house should have one. But 
its lack is no excuse for not bathing. 
We 
can at least have a tub. 
And while we 
know that m any of our readeis will he in­ 
credulous when we say it, yet we know 
that the sounder sleep and greater bodily 
vigor ‘attained through bathing makes it 
profitable ten-fold from a labor standpoint 
alone, not considering the gain in comfort 
and health. 
W e know this because we 
speak from our own experience on the farm. 


H ow I.ong to Sleep. 
The latest authority on this vexed ques­ 
tion. Dr. Malins. says that the proper 
am ount of sleep to be taken by a man is 
eight houis. So far as regards city life the 
estimate is probably correct. 
Proverbial 
wisdom does not apply to modern condi­ 
tions of social existence. "F iv e hours for 
a man, seven for a woman and nine for a 
pig,” says one provetb; and a second, 
quoted by Mr. H azlitt in h¡9 ‘‘ EnglLh 
Proverbs,” declares that “ N ature requires 
five; custom gives seven; laziness takes 
nine and wickedness eleven.” 
These conclusions were, however, drawn 
from observation of country life. 
Physical 
fatigue is more easily overcome than intel­ 
lectual. 
W hich of us, when traveling in 
the country or abroad, or in any way sep­ 
arated from the ordinary processes of 
thought and anxiety, has not found that be 
could, w ithout difficulty, do with a couple 
of hours less sleep than he was in the habit 
of taking? Men, however, who follow any 
intellectual pursuit are exceptionally fortu­ 
nate if the processes > f restoration occupy 
less than seven hours. 
More frequently 
tliev extend to eight or nine hours. 
K ant, I see it s uted, took never less than 
seven hours. Goethe owned to requiring . 
nine. Soldiers and sailors, on the other j 
hand, like laborers, do with m uch l*ss 
quantity. 
I am afraid to say how few ¡ 
hours the Duke of W ellington regarded as 
essential. A schoolmaster nnder whom I : 
one tim e studied, a hard-w orking m an at 
the acquisition of languages, proclaimed ! 
ioudly that he never took more than five ¡ 
hours’ sleep. The hoar at which he rose in 
the m orning gave some color to this asser­ 
tion. Only in after life did I discover that 
a two hours’ post-prandial siesta was not 
included in that allowance.— The Gentle­ 
man i Magazine. 


T h e G auge o f Kailrowd». 
A correspondent asks: 
“ W hy was (he 
standard gauge of railroads fix-ri at 4 fret 
8* inches? 
W hat was lhe scientific reason 
f'»radopting the fraction of an inch ? ’ .dr. 
Felton, Vice-President of the New York. 
L ike Erie and W estern Railroad replies. 
“ There is no scientific or any other rea­ 
son for it. except precedent and custom. , 
In fact, all the scientific or practical con­ 
siderations that can enter into the question 
are against it. 
W hen Mr. etevenson built 
his first locomotive he. for some reason 
best known to bimself. built it to the gauge 
of the old tram w ays—for vehicles draw n ! 
by horses—in England, which was 4 feet i 
8J inches. T hat became what is know n as ' 


the ‘ narrow -gange' in England, and was 
naturally followed in this country to a 
very great extent. Some of our roads have 
a gauge of 4 feet 8J inches ; 
others 4 feet 
Sv inches, ami still others 4 feet Í1 inches, 
in England they have a ti-loot ‘ broad - 
gauge, and at one tim e, for a very little 
while, iried a 7-foot gauge. 
The Erie 
Road, built by English capital, was at first 
a C-fo 
gauge, but in 1.87ff the changing of 
it to 4 feet 84 inches was begun, and now it 
is all of that gauge. The Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company uses a gauge of 4 feet 
9 inches, because that is a compromise 
gauge between the former gauge of 4 feet 
8t inches on the Eastern lines and 4 feet 
10 inches on its roads west of Pittsburg. It 
would be well if the 4 feet 85 inches gauge 
could be widened a little, to enable greater 
width of the lire-boxes of locomotives, and 
consequently more powerful engines, such 
as it would be desirable to em ploy.”— New . 
York Sun.

NEVADA COUNTY. 


S03IE OF ITS FE.TURFS AM) 
RESOURCES. 


A Veritable Garden Sjiot—I.aud of 
Grapes, Nuts, Fias, Pom e­ 
granates, Etc. 


[Grass Valley Tidings, July 8th.] 
Eds. Tiding* •' Having been requested by 
you to give a short sketch on the horticult­ 
ural and viticultural resources oi Nevada 
county, a subject quite familiar to me— 
thanks to a long experience in the growing 
of fruit, grapes, nuts and the like in the 
very midst of this county—1 will with 
pleasure comply with your request, and 
give you a most faithful description of 
those resources and the best way of devel­ 
oping them. The first thing to consider, 
before describing the resources of a county, 
is how to bring the products of the land to 
market, for through 
TRANSPORTATION FACILITIES 
Only can the resources of a county be fully 
developed. Nevada county is well enough 
provided with railroad transportation, the 
county seat and the important mining 
town of Grass Valley being connected by 
rail with the Central Pacific at Colfax ; and 
the contemplated railroad from Grass Val­ 
ley to North San Juan, when built, will 
give this county all the fast transportation 
desirable, or to be reasonably expected, in 
a mountain county like this one. 
Besides those fast and cheap transporta­ 
tion communications, which are of such 
immense import to the development of the 
dormant resources of Nevada county, there 
are two other and no less important points 
to consider, both greatly in favor of this 
county : The abundance of 
CLEAR AND PURE WATER 
For irrigating and also manufacturing pur­ 
poses, and the cheapness of the laud. As 
every one in California knows, the county 
of Nevada possesses the finest system of 
ditches to he found in the whole State. It 
is true that those ditches were built for 
supplying the hydraulic mines with water 
(and they used an immense amount of it); 
but since the hydraulic mines have been 
closed out and cannot be worked, the own­ 
ers of those ditches had to look for another 
market for the sale of their water, which 
they are now offering, wherever it is prac­ 
ticable to carry it, for irrigating purposes, 
thus permitting a large area of the county 
to be opened to settlement and to the grow­ 
ing oí all kinds of crops requiring more or 
less water. Transportation and water fa­ 
cilities, cheapness of land, and, I will add, 
salubrity of climate, are pretty good things 
for any county to start with. Let us see 
now what products our county is best 
adapted to. 
First, we must take into consideration 
the 
TOPOGRAPHY OF THE LAND, 
Which may well be divided into three 
belts—the foothills proper, or that part of 
the county nearest to the valleys and below 
the snow belt, comprising the township ol 
Bridgeport and part of ltough and R adv ; 
the snow horticultural belt, or that part of 
the county where snow falls and where it 
freezes some during the winter, but where 
certain fruit and grapes succeed well, with 
Nevada City for u center: and the grazing, 
eternal snow belt, or summit of the Sierra 
Nevada, comprising the most rugged part 
of the county, covered yet with dense forests 
of pines, aná unfit for the growing of fruit 
and grapes. 
THE LOWER AND MIDDLE KELTS 
Are splendidly fitted for settlement, but 
only the foothill belt is capable of produc­ 
ing whatever is grown in the warm valleys 
below. Foremost among the products of 
Nevada may be placed grapes and w ine; 
and I am convinced that the grape is des­ 
tined after awhile to outstrip and over­ 
shadow every other product of our land. 
The grape area of the county is immense, 
for it extends from the lower end of the 
county way up to several miles above Ne­ 
vada City in altitude, with the pretty town 
of Grass Valley for a center, and I daresay 
that the wine manufactured with the Tight 
kind of grapes is second to nono from any 
other part of the State; and if the grajie 
and wine interests of this county have not 
been more fully developed, considering 
how splendidly adapted to both is cur soil 
and climate, it is simply due to the fact 
that the attention of our moneyed people 
and capitalists have been drawn from the 
start to that more tempting field, mining. 
But with the hydraulic mines closed for­ 
ever, it is to he hoped that our viticultural 
interests will be better attended to and fully 
developed. Next to grapes. I find the 
GROWING OF NETS 
Gf all kinds well adapted to our mountains. 
In tact the chestnut and filbert find them­ 
selves right at home in this part of the 
Slate, and late varieties of walnut do ex­ 
ceedingly well. A great inducement for 
the planting of nut trees in this county, 
where the soil is so well suited to their 
culture, is the cheapness of the land, such 
trees requiring much space, which render 
their planting impracticable where land is 
held at such high prices as is the case with 
southern California and counties around 
San Francisco. In regard to fruit, only iu 
Bridgeport township do stone fruits do 
well, while in the snow-horticultural, or 
middle belt, like around Nevada City, it is 
very hard, not only to grow, but even to 
make live, cherry, plum and apricot trees; 
and as to the peach and almond, they are 
also liable to be hurt by “ gum " and lute 
frosts. But 
FEARS AND APPLES 
Succeed splendidly in all parts of the coun­ 
ty, as well as around Nevada City at an 
altitude of 11,700 ieet, as in the warmer 
parts of the county. Both are seldom in­ 
jured by the late frost: and they bear heavy 
crops of superior fruit, much esteemed for 
its delicacy and beauty. In Bridgeport 
township and parts of Rough mid Ready, 
all other sorts of fruit that require heat and 
absence of frost, can be raised with profit, 
such as figs, olives, pomegranates, prunes, 
etc. Bridgeport township, with French 
Corral for a center [only eight miles from 
Grass Valley.—Editor iidtnys], is really the 
garden spot of Nevada county; and I do 
not think that a more beautiful town of the 
size of North San Juan can be found in the 
whole Suite. The building of a railroad 
from Grass Valley to that ['lace (much 
talked of and which eventually will he 
built) would surely develop in a relatively 
short time what may well he regarded as 
THE BEST FRUIT LAND 
Of the county. In that privileged part of 
our county we do not see the fig injured by 
frost, and the pomegranate, a fruit that re­ 
quires warmth and absence ot heavy frosts 
in winter, matures there as well as in the 
warm county of Lcs Angeles; oranges even 
can be raised in the open ground in some 
sheltered spots as we have seen them on 
the A uba. at a smali place named Bridge­ 
port, and below Speneeville in Rough and 
Ready township. To sum up, I will say 
that the snow-bort¡cultural belt of this 
■County, with Nevada City as a center, is 
capable of raising excellent grapes and 
manufacturing some of the best wine to be 
found in thefctate; also nuts of all kinds, 
pears and apples, it being a little too cold 
to grow with profit any of our stone fruit ;

MAKING AN EXPERIM ENT. 
Tlie E le cts uf Tobacco as an Active Poi­ 
son Upon the System. 
The late Dr. Dio Lewis once said: “ Let 
us make an experiment. Here is a hov, 
10 years old, who has never used tobacco." 
“ Charles, will you help ns to make an 
experiment ?" 
" I will, sir.” 
“ Here is a piece of plug tobacco as large 
as a pea. Put it in your mouth, chew it. 
Don’t let one drop go down your throat, 
but spit every drop of the juice into that 
spittoon. Keep on chewing, spitting, chew­ 
ing, spitting.” 
Before he is done with that little piece of 
tobacco, simply squeezing the juice out of 
it without swallowing a drop, he will lie 
here on, the platform in a cold, deathlike 
perspiration. Put your fingers upon his 
wrist. There is no pulse. He will seem 
for two or three hours to be dying. 
Again, steep a plug of tobacco in a quart 
of water, and bathe the neck and back of a 
calf troubled with vermin. You will kill 
the vermin, but if not very careful, you 
will kill the calf, too. These experiments 
show that tobacco in its ordinary state is an 
extremely powerful poison. 
Go to the drug store; begin with the up­ 
per shelves and take down every bottle. 
Then open every drawer, and you cannot 
find a single poison (except some very rare 
one) which, taken into the mouth of that 
teu-year old boy and not swallowed, will 
produce such deadly effects. 
During the time Heenan was in training 
for one of his historic fights I had a long 
conversation with him and his famous 
trainer about tobacco. While at Benicia, 
as some of his fellow-workmen have since 
told me, John was a devotee of the pipe, 
In my first conversation with him we had 
been talking over some of his California 
experiences, particularly the discovery of 
that wonderful left fist, when one of his 
cronies, with cigar in hand, came in crying 
out: " I ’vegot a good one for you. Jack ; 
none of your two for a cent. I gave a 
quarter lor it, or I’m an Injun." 
‘ Hank, you know I can’t touch that 
thing now. A fellow can't smoke while 
he is training.” 
What's the matter, old fel ? Yon never 
said die in Benicia.” 
“ See here, Hank, I've got to get this 
muscle as hard as a brick” (folding his 
left arm and feeling of the biceps), "and 
tobacco won’t work. Charlie would kill 
me if I weie to smoke that cigar. He's 
just made up his mind that I shall win, 
and he won’t let me look at a cigar. He 
won't let the boys smoke in my room.” 
I asked an old trainer, who liad charge of 
one of the successful Madison Square Gar­ 
den pedestrians, how much three cigars a 
day during the three months of training 
would affect his man. 
“ I am sure it would beat him,” was the 
reply. 
A long experience has taught the fra­ 
ternity of trainers that tobacco is an enemy 
to muscle, and a still greater enemy to 
nerve tone and endurance. 
No devotee of the weed has graduated at 
the head of his class at Harvard, or any 
other college where statistics have been 
preserved, notwithstanding the fact that a 
lurge majority of college students are 
smokers.— Treasure Trow.

The most curious circumstance is that 
she remarked immediately tliat she had 
seen Mrs. Briermore in heaven and had 
talked with her.

E xecutive Department, 
Sacramento, July 16, 18S6. j 
To the Senate and Assembly of the 
State of California: 
I N MY JUDGMENT AN EXTRAGUDINARY 
*- occasion has arisen which renders it expe­ 
dient and necessary for the public welfare that 
the Legislature should be called together. 
The Supreme Court of the State, in a recent 
decision, announced that the riparian owners 
along the innavigable streams in California 
owned the flowing waters in such streams, aud 
are entitled to the exclusive right to use the 
same. The wide spread disaster which this de­ 
cision threatens to the agricultural interests, 
and the consequent general excitement and ap­ 
prehension, make it proper that the Legislative 
and Executive branches of the Government 
should take prompt and efficient action to pre­ 
vent the injurious consequences w'hich will 
otherwise inevitably flow from the establish­ 
ment of such a rule of law by the highest Court 
in the Commonwealth. 
Under the sanction of the laws and customs 
which prevailed in California when it was ac­ 
quired from Mexico; under the protective 
policy of the National and State Governments, 
and iu harmony with the climatic and physical 
characteristics of the country, a splendid sys­ 
tem of irrigation has grown up since the 
American occupation. The flowing waters 
were deemed public property, and were con­ 
sidered as dedicated to the use of the 
people. The right to appropriate water for 
irrigation was regulated by custom aud by 
statute law. Most oi the soil of California Mas 
public land of the United States. But Congress 
expressly sanctioned the custom of appropri­ 
ation aud diversion of water, and expressly 
authorized it upon the public domain. The 
practice of irrigation was thus allowed to lie- 
come general, and marked the progress of the 
agricultural development of the State. The 
larger part of the great valley of Califoraiaf 
and most of the southern portion of the State, 
were in a desert condition, owing to the aridity 
of climate and soil. Irrigation has transformed 
large areas of this spieudid domain into 
luxuriant fields, vineyards and orchards; 
hundreds of millions of taxable property have 
been created: many thousands of happy homes 
have been planted; colonies, villages and 
towns have sprung up, and an intelligent and 
industrious population has been invited from 
abroad to develop the resources of the Staie. 
The agricultural prosperity already achieved, 
and the future possibilities of southern Cali­ 
fornia aud of the great valley, which comprises 
much the larger part of the arable laud of the 
State, have depended and will depend upon 
the ability of the people to use the waters of 
the State for irrigation. 
The majority of the Judges of the Supreme 
Court have announced that any riparian pro­ 
prietor may obtain au injunction against any 
person not a riparian proprietor, to prohibit him 
from appropriating, diverting or using water 
from the stream above his land. Under this rul­ 
ing the ditches and canals, w'hich are the arter­ 
ies of the agricultural life of the State, may be 
closed by writs from the Courts and, too, 
upon rx jxirte application without notice or 
warning or opportunity of being heard until 
after irretrievable damage lias been done. 
Many such suits are now pending. Writs of in 
junction have bceu asked for aud iu some cases 
obtained, but have uot been obeyed. Should 
an attempt be made to enforce them and others 
which are likely to issue, as is apprehended, 
sericus trouble may ensue, because the people 
may resist to prevent the desolation of their 
homes, farms, vineyards and orchards. But if 
they should not, if they should jmaccably sub­ 
mit, still the injury to the State would he im­ 
measurable. To suspend irrigation for one sea­ 
son would destroy thousands of homes and 
millions of property. 
Other Western and Pacific States having an 
arid climate similar to our own, have con­ 
formed their organic and statute laws to the 
necessities and requirements of their condition 
in this regard. Manifestly that course is de­ 
manded iu California. 
In view of these considerations, and particu­ 
larly of the ruin aud disaster which seem likely 
to How Irom the enforcement oi the doctrine 
recently announced by the Supreme Court as to 
water rights, it seems to me imperative that the 
Executive aud the Legislature should take im­ 
mediate action to confirm to the people the 
right to a free use of the flowing waters, which 
is essential to their prosperity and to the welfare 
of the State. 
zVnothcr matter of great public concern is 
the reorganization of the Supreme Court. 
The existing system has not given satis" 
faction, and the evils are growing worse. It is 
cumbersome to a degree. The business is in 
arrears, notwithstanding the creation of a com 
mission to assist the Judges. The plan of divid­ 
ing the Court into departments has not worked 
well. It leads to the necessity of hearing eases 
twice over. A litigant defeated before a minor­ 
ity of the Court appeals to the Judges in bank, 
aud tbe whole work must be gone over. The 
system is perplexing and unsatisfactory to 
everybody. Aud, furthermore, the salaries paid 
to the Judges of the Supreme Court are too 
small. Lawyers eminent in their profession 
cannot accept the places without making a sac­ 
rifice which tho State ought not to require. But 
the compensation now provided cannot be in­ 
creased during the incumbency of the present 
Judges. In my judgment tho Court should be 
reorganized. The system of departments should 
be abolished. A Court constituted of a compact 
body of Judges will accomplish more. Their 
pay should be increased so as to secure the l>est 
talent in the State. 
Now, therefore, I, George Stoneman, Governor 
of the State of California, deeming that an ex­ 
traordinary occasion has arisen, by virtue of the 
power in me vested by the Constitution of tho 
•State, do hereby convene the Legislature to 
meet aud assemble at the 
Stab Capitol, on the 20th day of July, 
1886, 
At 12 o’( ’.ir'k m. of that day, and I do hereby 
specily tl. following subjects upon which it is 
assembled to legislate: 
FIRST—To propose and subm it to the 
people o f the State an am endm ent 
or a nendm ents to A rticle XIV’. of 
the Constitution of the State, rela­ 
tive to W ater and AVatcr R ig h ts. 
SECOND—To propose and subm it to 
the people of the State such 
uni ndm ent or am endm ents to the 
Constitution o f the State as may 
be necessary or proper to secure 
to the people the right of appro­ 
priation, diversion and use of flow­ 
ing w ater for irrigation or other 
beneficial purposes, and as m ay 
be necessary or proper to protect 
all such rights in the Courts of 
the State. 
T H IR D —To enact all law s necessary 
or proper to protect the people of 
tlie State in the full and free en­ 
joym ent o f the right to appro­ 
priate, divert, and use flowing 
w ater in the State for irrigation 
or other beneficial purposes, and 
so as to fully protect all such rights 
in the Courts. 
FOURTH—To repeal Section 1422 of 
the Civil Code. 
FIFTH—To propose aud subm it to 
the people o f the State an am end­ 
m ent or am endm ents to A rticle VJ, 
o f the Constitution o f the State, 
relative to the Judicial' Depart­ 
ment, so far as it relates to the 
Suprem e Court. 
SIXTH—To enact a law to provide 
for subm itting the Constitutional 
Am endm ents proposed to a vote o f 
the people. 
SEVENTH—To provide by appro­ 
priation for the expeuses of hold­ 
ing an election for the ratification 
or rejection o f such proposed 
am endm ents to tha Constitution.
